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Former 
B.A.R. 
editor Mike 
Salinas 
dies at 46

M ike Salinas, the former news ed¬ 
itor of the Bay Area Reporter, 
died this week in his New York City 
home. He was 46. 

Pending an autopsy, the cause of 
death has not been determined. The 
medical examiner’s office indicated an 
autopsy could take eight weeks. 

Police were summoned to the 
home early Tuesday morning, July 15, 
by Mr. Salinas’s close friend, Brian 
Carmichael, who also lives at the 
house. Officer Cornelius with the New 
York Police Department on Tuesday, 
July 15 tentatively described the death 
as an accidental drug overdose. 

On Wednesday, July 16 Mr. Salinas’s 
sister, Starr LaTronica, told the Bay Area 
Reporter that her preliminary discus¬ 
sions with the medical examiner indi¬ 
cated that Mr. Salinas had heart disease 
and could have suffered a heart attack. 

Mr. Salinas and Carmichael had 
been partners, but Mr. Salinas told 
this reporter in two separate conver¬ 
sations earlier this year that the two 
had split up, though they remained 
roommates and close friends. 

Staffers at the B.A.R. and Mr. Sali¬ 
nas’s friends and family members were 
stunned to learn of his sudden death. 

Carmichael told the B.A.R. that he 
had last seen Mr. Salinas early Mon¬ 
day morning. 

“I got home at around 8 p.m. Mon¬ 
day and the door to his room was 
closed,” Carmichael said on Tuesday. 
“This morning I called to him, waited 
some more, and at around 8 a.m. I 
opened the door. He was on the floor.” 

Police confirmed that they had 
been called to the home Tuesday 
morning at approximately 7:30 a.m. 
and discovered Mr. Salinas’s body. 
They also confirmed an autopsy 
would be performed. 

“He dazzled so many people,” Mr. 
Salinas’s father, Rick, told the B.A.R. 
“He was loved and respected by an 
enormous number of people here.”

T he bright neon orange color 
draws the attention of 
passersby who are forced to 
look down at the ground to read a 
new form of direct marketing ap¬ 
pearing in the Castro, South of 
Market, and Polk Street areas. 

Based on a Keith Haring draw¬ 
ing, the stickers say “Queer Life is 
Fresh! Speed is wack!!” with the 
“d” in speed inverted and the “h” 
purposefully missing from whack. 

An alien-looking figure is snorting 
crystal and holding a burning 
“queer” dollar bill in one hand as 
human figures fall apparently 
from the sky, with one marked 
with an X to denote death. 

The stickers are the latest in 
what some call guerrilla stickering, 
messages that are an. in-your-face 
attempt to shake up the perceived 
apathy in the gay community 
around everything from speed use and HIV 
to capitalism and group think. In recent 
months this type of protesting has gained re¬ 
newed cachet among gay activists. 

Groups such as Queer Nation, ACT UP, 
and Lesbian Avengers all used stickering to 
get their messages across to the gay commu¬ 
nity during the 1980s and early 1990s. Then 
for some reason stickering lost favor. 

In recent months, guerrilla stickering has 
made a comeback. Near gay bars around 
town someone has stuck “Use Condom Sense 
STOP AIDS” stickers on the ground. Anoth¬ 
er person went around and placed “Dead 
Wrong” stickers over the “HIV is a LIE” mes¬ 
sage that ACT UP/San Francisco had spray 
painted in black on Castro streets. 


During Pride weekend, one individual 
posted a series of “Hey Gay Brother” stickers 
on poles in the Castro. The pink stickers with 
black lettering started off “Hey Gay Brother 
You Are More Than” followed by “The right 
party,” “Neg or Poz,” “Who rejects you,” 
“What you buy,” “What they think,” “Who 
cruises you,” or “Who fucks you.” 

Although it is illegal to post such stickers 
on sidewalks, many in the gay community are 
nevertheless happy to see them going up. 
Whether people like them or not, they do cre¬ 
ate a sense of vibrancy in the community and 
spark debate on topics many would rather 
keep in the closet.

M embers of the radical direct action 
group Gay Shame received an un¬ 
welcome surprise last Thursday 
July 10 while they were updating their regu¬ 
lar Web site at www.gayshamesf.org. 

Apparently typing in the wrong Web ad¬ 
dress, they entered www.gayshame.org, and 
were instantly redirected to Fred Phelps’s 
www.godhatesfags.com site. 

Phelps, of the Westboro Baptist Church 
in Kansas, is well-known for his antigay 
tirades. He often brings groups of people to 
picket and protest the funerals of AIDS and 
hate crimes victims across the country. 

What came next was even more shocking 
to Gay Shame, however: a quick investiga¬ 
tion revealed that the owner of several “Gay 
Shame” domain names - including 
www.gayshame.org,gayshame.com, 
gayshame.net, gayshame.us, gayshame.info, 
and gayshame.biz - was Teddy Withering- 
ton, executive director of the San Francisco 
LGBT Pride Committee. 

Within a few days, Gay Shame released a 
statement condemning the Pride Commit¬ 
tee for helping to spread the hatred of 
Phelps, and linking that hatred to the Gay 
Shame name. 

“SF Pride Director Buys Gay Shame Do¬ 
main Names - And Uses Them to Advertise 
Hate Speech,” read the title of the Gay 
Shame release. 

Witherington quickly responded by 
transferring ownership of the domain 
names over to Gay Shame. At press time, all 
of those domain names no longer redirect¬ 
ed users to godhatesfags.com, and instead 
pointed to the gayshamesf.org site. 

In a phone interview on Monday, July 14, 
Witherington told the Bay Area Reporter 
that the Pride Committee bought the do¬ 
main names “a while ago” in order “to keep 
them from falling into the wrong hands.” He 
said he had no idea who was responsible for 
linking the names to Phelps’s site.

State tax board 
passes DP rule changes

1 n a victory for gay rights, the 

state Board of Equalization 
S approved rule changes last 
week to ensure registered domes¬ 
tic partners receive equal treat¬ 
ment in property transfers. 

Out lesbian Carole Migden 
(D), chair of the tax board, called 
it a sweeping victory for antidis¬ 
crimination in taxation. 

“All other domestic partner¬ 
ships will certainly benefit, but 
this is going to greatly help maybe 
older or semi-conservative lesbian 
and gay homeowners, so I feel like 
there is a broader reach in our do¬ 
mestic partnership achievements,” 
said Migden, who has long cham¬ 
pioned rights for same-sex cou¬ 
ples as a politician both in San 
Francisco and Sacramento. 

The five-member tax panel 
voted Wednesday, July 9 along 
party lines, with the three Democ¬ 
rats in favor of the proposed 
changes to the tax code and the 
two Republican members op¬ 
posed. The new rules will go into 
effect by October. 

Prior to the board’s decision 
last Wednesday, the transfer of real 
property from one domestic part¬ 
ner to another triggered an auto¬ 
matic reassessment of the proper¬ 
ty. When the transfer occurred be¬ 
cause of the death of one of the 
partners, it often resulted in the 
surviving partner losing his or her 
house during the difficult process 
of mourning. 

The BOE’s rule changes allow 
domestic partners to use estate 
planning tools, such as wills and 
trusts, to become original trans¬ 
ferors under joint tenancy law for 
the first time in the state of Cali¬ 
fornia. According to Migden, the 
tax board carefully crafted the reg¬ 
ulations to prevent tax-avoidance 
transfers. 

The vote marked the final stage 
in a four-month process in which 
the board created rules to guaran¬ 
tee fair treatment for gay and les¬ 
bian couples. During the hearing, 
Migden overruled assessors’ con-

cerns about the fiscal impact of 
the decision and decided the mat¬ 
ter in favor of equal taxation prac¬ 
tices for all California citizens. 

Migden estimates the state 
stands to lose between $700,000 to 
$3 million in taxes per year due to 
not reassessing gay couples’ prop¬ 
erty. But she dismissed concerns 
about the lost revenue, stating 
“County revenue targets should 
not be achieved on the backs of 
the lesbian and gay couples.” 

The board’s decision comes as 
a relief for Charles Bufis and his 
partner of 52 years, Ken Miller. 
The San Francisco couple bought 
their home in 1968 and neither 
would be able to afford the tax bill 
if the house where to be reassessed 
should one of them pass away. 

“This is a step forward for the 
entire gay community. Maybe we 
should have a celebration in the 
Castro for older gays or gays who 
have owned homes together,” sug¬ 
gested Bufis. “It makes it impor¬ 
tant to become domestic partners, 
not only with the city but the 
state.” 

Possible court fight 

Before such a celebration takes 
place though, there still looms the 
possibility a court could overturn 
the board’s decision. Most of the 
state’s assessors opposed the rul¬ 
ing and the tax code allows for any 


county in the state to appeal the 
tax board’s vote. 

Marin County assessor Joan 
Thayer, who is president of the 
state assessors’ association and op¬ 
posed implementation of the rule 
changes, said she suspects one or 
two counties will go ahead with a 
lawsuit once the rule changes go 
into effect this fall. 

In a phone interview with the 
Bay Area Reporter Monday, July 
14, Thayer refuted a story in the 
Marin Independent Journal last 
week that reported she would ap¬ 
peal the board’s ruling. 

“I have no intention of suing 
the state board,” she said. “As for 
my quote ‘We might sue,’ I never 
said that. What I did say is that we 
will follow the rules unless they 
are challenged in a court of law. 
That is a far cry from saying we 
are going to sue.” 

Under Section 538 of the state 
revenue and taxation code, asses¬ 
sors can challenge both board 
rules and legislation that are per¬ 
ceived to be unconstitutional. 
While she will enact the new rules, 
Thayer said she still believes that 
the tax board overstepped its leg¬ 
islative bounds in enacting the 
rule changes. 

“The revenue loss is not our 
primary focus. Our focus is on the 
board’s authority,” she said. 

She maintains the only way to 
allow for same-sex couples to be 
afforded the same property tax 
rights as married couples is 
through a constitutional amend¬ 
ment. Thayer also insists that the 
rules will allow for property own¬ 
ers who are not domestic partners 
to skirt reassessment despite 
Migden’s contention the rules 
were written in a way to avoid that 
from happening. 

The rules “open a loophole so 
large that anyone can qualify,” 
maintained Thayer. “There is a 
real concern that real estate spec¬ 
ulators and whoever will take ad¬ 
vantage of this.” 

“If it were for just domestic 
partners, 1 probably wouldn’t 
care,” she added.

Leal gets club's mayoral endorsement

ut lesbian mayoral candidate 
Treasurer Susan Leal re¬ 
ceived a major boost to her 
campaign Monday, July 14 when 
she received the endorsement of 
the Alice B. Toklas LGBT Democ¬ 
ratic Club. 

Club co-chair Rich Kowalews- 
ki announced - after voting ended 
at 8:30 p.m. - that Leal has re¬ 
ceived 202 votes in the first round, 
well over the 176 needed for the 
endorsement. A total of 292 votes 
were cast in the endorsement for 
the mayoral race, with Supervisor 
Gavin Newsom receiving 73, Su¬ 
pervisor Tom Ammiano receiving 
12, and former Supervisor Angela 
Alioto receiving four votes. One 
ballot had no endorsement. 

Under club bylaws, a candidate 
must receive at least 60 percent of 
the vote for an endorsement. Leal’s 
showing put her at 69.17 percent. 

The move marked the first 
time that the Alice Club has en¬ 
dorsed a openly gay or lesbian 
candidate for San Francisco 
mayor. 

Leal worked hard for the en¬ 
dorsement, and was up against a 
strong organizing effort from rival 
candidate Newsom. Newsom’s 
camp reportedly offered valet 
parking to club members as they 
came to the LGBT Community 
Center, where the vote took place. 
Not to be outdone, Leal’s cam¬ 
paign offered a parking lot at her 
soon-to-be campaign headquar¬ 


ters next to the center, for people 
to use. 

“I’m thrilled to win such 
strong support from Alice mem¬ 
bers,” Leal said. “Alices’s endorse¬ 
ment gives another major boost to 
my campaign for mayor. Our mo¬ 
mentum is growing every day.” 

“I’m really pleased,” Leal told 
the Bay Area Reporter on Tuesday, 
July 15. “We were up against very 
strong opposition.” 

Reached Wednesday, July 16, 
Heather Hiles, a spokeswoman for 
Newsom, said her candidate un¬ 
derstood the club’s endorsement. 

“Gavin has a lot of respect for 
the club and really values their 
opinion,” Hiles said. “He has many 
supporters in the gay community 


and in the club but he under¬ 
stands and respects that they en¬ 
dorsed Susan Leal.” 

Leal’s partner, Susan Hirsch, 
was ecstatic after the vote Monday 
night. 

“This is very exciting. It’s a 
great way to start the last four 
months of the campaign. It’s im¬ 
portant for the Alice Club and it’s 
a great statement to the commu¬ 
nity,” Hirsch said. 

Robert Haaland, president of 
the rival Harvey Milk LGBT De¬ 
mocratic Club, was also at the en¬ 
dorsement meeting. He noted that 
the Milk Club will be holding its 
mayoral endorsement meeting in 
a couple of weeks.

JH s the federal government 
steps up its efforts to thwart 
I I California’s Proposition 
215, the medical marijuana law, 
city officials will meet next week 
in a daylong forum to discuss im¬ 
plementing San Francisco’s 
Proposition S, which calls for the 
city to explore the possibility of 
cultivating and distributing med¬ 
ical marijuana. 

Proposition S was authored by 
former supervisor and now As¬ 
semblyman Mark Leno (D-San 
Francisco), shortly before he took 
office in Sacramento. He and 
other supporters billed the forum 
- to take place Tuesday, July 22 - 
as a way to gather community 
input and discuss the serious legal 
issues that surround medical mar¬ 
ijuana. 

“I’m glad it’s been getting all 
the attention that it has,” Leno 
said, referring to medical marijua- | 


na issues. “I was upset to read in 
the newspaper that the Bush ad¬ 
ministration wants to revoke li¬ 
censes of doctors.” 

Leno was referring to a story in 
the San Francisco Chronicle that 
stated the Bush administration 
has asked the U.S. Supreme Court 
to let federal authorities punish 
California doctors who recom¬ 
mend medical marijuana to their 
patients. The federal government 
would revoke the federal prescrip¬ 
tion licenses of doctors who tell 
their patients marijuana would 
help them, a prerequisite for ob¬ 
taining the drug under Proposi¬ 
tion 215, which was approved by 
California voters in 1996. The Jus¬ 
tice Department is appealing a 
ruling by an appellate court in San 
Francisco that said the proposed 
penalty would violate the freedom 
of speech of both doctors and pa¬ 
tients, the Chronicle reported Fri¬ 
day, July 11. 

“If the Supreme Court rules in 
favor, it will be the end of Propo¬ 


sition 215,” Leno said of the latest 
challenge by the Justice Depart¬ 
ment. 

The Supreme Court is in recess 
now, but is expected to decide 
whether it will hear the case when 
its new term begins in October. 

“We’re at war with the federal 
government and they’re at war 
with us,” Leno said. “I think 
Proposition S is a good, thought¬ 
ful position for the city to consid¬ 
er.” 

Leno has invited representatives 
of various groups to the forum. At¬ 
torney Gerald Uelmen is expected 
to give an overview of the legal is¬ 
sues; the Santa Clara University law 
professor is currently representing 
several people in the Santa Cruz 
medical marijuana case. San Fran¬ 
cisco District Attorney Terence 
Hallinan is also expected, as is Ka- 
mala Harris, a deputy city attorney 
and former assistant district attor¬ 
ney who is challenging Hallinan in 
this year’s election.

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Santa Cruz challenges 
federal medical pot law

jj federal court in San Jose 
% heard arguments earlier this 
m % month in a lawsuit filed by 
the city and county of Santa Cruz 
and patients of the Wo/Men’s Al¬ 
liance for Medical Marijuana 
against U.S. Attorney General 
John Ashcroft, drug czar John 
Walters, and the Drug Enforce¬ 
ment Administration. 

The case, in which arguments 
were heard July 8, is the first 
brought by a local government 
challenging federal laws against 
medical cannabis. 

Although the U.S. Supreme 
Court ruled in May 2001 that fed¬ 
eral law does not permit the use of 
cannabis for any reason, the plain¬ 
tiffs argued that the high court left 
open the issue of whether states 
could legalize medical marijuana 
on a states’ rights basis. They also 
argued that cannabis grown and 
consumed within California falls 
outside the federal government’s 
regulation of interstate commerce. 

“What we’re asserting here is 


the basic, fundamental right of 
local government and state gov¬ 
ernment to control the health and 
safety of its citizens,” said Gerald 
Uelmen, a Santa Clara University 
law professor representing seven 
WAMM patients who suffer from 
cancer, AIDS, and chronic pain. 
“We are not asserting the right to 
market marijuana, but to cultivate 
and use it to prolong life and give 
comfort to the dying.” 

Federal prosecutor Mark Quin- 
livan countered that any type of 
drug trade - commercial or not - 
is an interstate issue, and that fed¬ 
eral drug laws override state laws. 
The Department of Justice argued 
in its court filing that “there is no 
fundamental right to distribute, 
cultivate, or possess marijuana or 
other unapproved and unproven 
medical treatments.” 

The Santa Cruz case stems 
from a September 2002 DEA raid 
against WAMM, which provided 
free cannabis to some 200 mostly 
terminally ill patients. During the 
dawn raid WAMM co-directors 
Valerie and Mike Corral were held 
at gun point and arrested by DEA 


agents, who seized more than 150 
marijuana plants in the group’s 
cooperative garden. Last Decem¬ 
ber, U.S. District Judge Jeremy 
Fogel denied WAMM’s request to 
force the DEA to return the con¬ 
fiscated plants. 

Although Valerie Corral (who 
is among the patient plaintiffs) 
vowed last fall to continue serving 
the group’s members, the lawsuit 
claims that since the raid WAMM 
has been unable to provide pa¬ 
tients with their medicine - caus¬ 
ing “insurmountable” suffering - 
and that 15 patients had since died 
without pain relief. 

Fogel expressed sympathy for 
the patients, and asked plaintiffs 
to suggest a legal hook that would 
allow him to circumvent federal 
law and grant an injunction 
against further DEA raids. 

“Frankly, I’m looking for a 
hook that’s very different from the 
one I’ve looked at and been forced 
to reject,” said Fogel. “I would 
need something new and differ¬ 
ent.” 

The judge is expected to issue 
a ruling later this summer. Y

of state budget battles

program that provides life¬ 
saving drugs to HIV and 
AIDS patients is once again 
coming under attack due to the 
state’s dire fiscal situation. 

On Tuesday, July 15, the state 
Senate rejected a Republican- 
backed plan to eliminate the 
state’s budget deficit which had 
included instating copayments as 
part of California’s AIDS Drug As¬ 
sistance Program. But AIDS ac¬ 
tivists say the copayment plan is 
not dead yet. 

Senate President John Burton 
(D-San Francisco) and Senate Mi¬ 
nority Leader Jim Brulte (R-Ran- 
cho Cucamonga) are meeting be¬ 
hind closed doors to hash out a 
budget agreement both parties can 
support. AIDS activists are still 
worried the copayment plan could 
emerge in the budget proposal. 

“The Senate rejected the plan 
but everyone knows somehow the 
Legislature is going to have to take 
some steps to balance the budget. 
Everyone feels the Republican 
plan is still on the table in some 
ways, including this copayment 
plan,” said Dana Van Gorder, the 
San Francisco AIDS Foundation’s 
director for state and local affairs. 
“We obviously are in touch with 
Burton to ask him to make sure 
the final resolution doesn’t in¬ 
clude copayments. Stay tuned.” 

Initially part of Governor Gray 
Davis’s 2003-2004 budget propos¬ 
al, the state Assembly had voted 
against implementing copayments 
under ADAP. But Republicans re¬ 
vived the proposal to charge low- 
income ADAP clients $7.2 million 
in copayments on their medica¬ 
tions as part of their latest budget 
proposal. 

The plan would impose copay¬ 
ments of $30 per prescription per 
month on individuals earning 
$17,960 to $26,940 per year; $45 
per prescription per month for 
those earning $26,940 to $35,920; 


and $50 per prescription per 
month for those earning more 
than $35,920. 

AIDS activists have been fight¬ 
ing the proposal ever since Davis 
first introduced it. They argue that 
the high cost of the copayments 
would force many ADAP clients to 
stop taking their medications al¬ 
together. And if California became 
the first state to require ADAP co¬ 
payments, they fear other states 
would soon follow. 

Earlier this week, lobbyists 
from Project Inform, the Los An¬ 
geles Gay and Lesbian Center, 
AIDS Project Los Angeles, and 
SFAF worked the halls of the 
Statehouse to defeat the measure. 
The groups also sent out action 
alerts that warned the gay com¬ 
munity, “There is a strong likeli¬ 
hood that the Republican plan 
will be adopted as the entire Leg¬ 
islature looks for a resolution to 
the current budget crisis. ADAP 
copayments may be a part of the 
final budget unless HIV/AIDS ad¬ 
vocates act today.” 

The alert asked recipients to 
contact the Democratic members 
of the Senate Budget Committee - 
Senators Burton, Wes Chesbro 
(Areata), Deborah Ortiz (Sacra¬ 
mento), Byron Sher (Palo Alto), 
and John Vasconcellos (Santa 
Clara) - to ensure they would con¬ 
tinue to oppose the copayment 
plan. A budget decision to end the 
stalemate is not expected for an¬ 
other two weeks, at the earliest. 

In the meantime, fights over 
funding for ADAP are also under 
way in Washington D.C., where 
the Republican-controlled Con¬ 
gress has drastically underfunded 
the ADAP program, argue AIDS 
activists. The latest House Labor, 
Health and Human Services, and 
Education Appropriations bill in¬ 
cludes $753.3 million for ADAP in 
2004, yet ADAP supporters, in- , 
eluding House Minority Leader 
Nancy Pelosi (D-San Francisco) 
have requested $994 million. 

ADAP supporters earlier this 


month brought former basketball 
star Earvin “Magic” Johnson, who 
has been HIV-positive since 1991, 
to D.C. to argue for more funding. 

“We have a big problem. The 
problem will only increase if we 
don’t get the proper funding. 
There are new medical advance¬ 
ments everyday,” Johnson said in 
a statement. “It’s not about the 
drugs anymore, it is about the ac¬ 
cess to the drugs.” 

As Congress begins negotia¬ 
tions on funding for the ADAP 
programs for fiscal 2004, current 
funding shortfalls have caused 15 
of the 57 ADAP programs to either 
start a patient waiting list or re¬ 
strict access to medicines, accord¬ 
ing to the National Alliance of State 
and Territorial AIDS directors. 

Despite the funding battles, 
there has been some good news 
for ADAP directors and clients 
this summer. Seven companies 
have agreed to contribute more 
than $50 million to assist the 
ADAP programs as part of NAS- 
TAD’s ADAP Crisis Task Force. 

Pfizer Inc. and GlaxoSmithK¬ 
line announced last week they 
would join the program, and Bris¬ 
tol-Myers Squibb Co. officials 
have said they are also close to 
reaching a deal with the ADAP 
programs. 

“This has been a challenging 
three months and we are pleased 
with the outcome,” noted NAS- 
TAD Executive Director Julie 
Scofield in a statement. “Our 
ADAP Crisis Task Force has found 
a way to partner with all but one 
of the country’s HIV antiretrovi¬ 
ral manufacturers. Industry and 
the states have come together in a 
life-saving partnership.” 

States participating in the 
ADAP Crisis Task Force include 
California, Florida, Maryland, 
Massachusetts, New Jersey, New 
York, North Carolina, and Texas. 
Collectively these states represent 
75 percent of the national ADAP 
drug expenditures, but the agree¬ 
ments will apply to all ADAPs. ▼

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Drugs can kill 


; < he world lost a brilliant, talented gay 
man this week with the passing of for¬ 
mer Bay Area Reporter news editor 
Mike Salinas. Mike died this week in his 
New York City home at the age of 46. The 
cause of death has not been determined and 
an autopsy is scheduled to be performed. 

He had told some friends earlier this year 
that he was using speed, and as we wait for 
the results of the autopsy, we can only reflect 
on his life, and, ultimately, with profound 
sadness, we are starkly reminded of how 
drugs can kill. Unfortunately, it appears that 
Mike joins a long list of other smart, young 
gay men in the prime of their lives who have 
succumbed to the ravages of drugs. 

In an irony that Mike likely would have 
appreciated, the story reporting his death on 
our front page this week coincides with an¬ 
other story on a new wave of guerrilla stick¬ 
ers hitting the Castro that warn of the dan¬ 
gers of speed. One local man is so fed up 
with the apathy he’s observed in the com¬ 
munity that he has taken it upon himself to 
plaster sidewalks with fliers that read “Queer 
life is fresh! Speed is wack!!” 

In an editorial just last month, our num¬ 
ber one concern in a list of things we feel the 
community has become complacent about 
was the rampant use of crystal njethamphet- 
amine among gay men. Speed and heroin are 
two of the most addictive drugs around. 
Users oftentimes become hooked quickly, 
doing almost anything for that “next fix.” 

The reasons for starting on the path to 
addiction are many, and as varied as people 
are themselves. We don’t know what led 
Mike to start on this journey into madness, 
and we may never know; no note was 
found, and when he was in San Francisco 
just a few weeks ago, he seemed to us like he 
always had been: upbeat, retelling stories of 
recent experiences in New York, and talking 
of friends and family. 

So when the news of his death reached 
us, we were shocked, angry, and confused. 
How could this happen? Why did this hap¬ 
pen? Friends and colleagues were numbed 
by the news. We still are. 

Help in the form of substance abuse treat¬ 
ment is desperately needed for the LGBT 
community. Treatment slots for immediate 
help in such programs need to be established 
right now. As substance abuse treatment of¬ 
ficials noted in our story on the stickers, gays | 


can’t get the help they need to break the cycle 
of drug addiction if there is a two- or three- 
month waiting list to get into a program. Due 
to the nature of drug addiction, those people 
will likely just keep using, and that 
golden opportunity to begin helping 
them when they decide they want 
to quit will be lost. , 

More education is needed - 
again, right now. Former users 
need to speak out about their expe¬ 
riences. Community forums need to be 
held. Magnet is a new organization for 
gay men that just opened in the 
Castro; it needs to get involved 
and could be a big help by host¬ 
ing such meetings. Mostly, we 
believe that while public health officials could 
add to the educational component, it is com¬ 
munity members themselves, speaking from 
their own experiences, that could help jolt 
people into paying attention and seeking 
treatment if they have a problem. That drugs 
kill is nothing new, it just keeps reappearing 
in our community over and over again. 

We would be remiss if we did not touch 
on some of the contributions Mike Salinas 
made while he served as news editor, from 


1992 to 1999. In conjunction with the pub¬ 
lisher and production staff, he oversaw a re¬ 
design of the paper in 1996. He steadfastly 
took on controversies like San Francisco 
AIDS Foundation Executive Director Pat 
Christen’s six-figure salary; and he de¬ 
voted attention to the reporting of 
antigay violence in part due to his 
own experience dealing with the 
murder many years ago of his lover, 
Ralph. As an HIV-positive man, he de¬ 
manded that researchers study anal 
^ microbicides as a way to prevent 
HIV; and fought until his 
death for justice in the case of 
his former partner and close 
friend, Brian Carmichael, who 
is facing a yearlong prison sentence in con¬ 
nection with a misdemeanor battery con¬ 
viction that Mike and others believe was a 
case of AIDS discrimination. (Carmichael 
was, his attorneys argue, tested illegally for 
AIDS after his arrest in the 2001 incident.) 
Mike also stepped up reporting of trans¬ 
gender issues long before it became stan¬ 
dard fare in many LGBT publications. 

Mike Salinas’s life was far too short. He 
will be sorely missed. T 




Let’s keep making history

P his has been an exciting and historic 
| week for the Alice B. Toklas LGBT De- 
' mocratic Club. Alice, founded in 
1972, is the oldest LGBT political club in 
San Francisco and the nation.

Alice provided the 
winning margins of victory for the close re¬ 
cent elections of Assemblyman Mark Leno 
(D-San Francisco), District 8 Supervisor 
Bevan Dufty and City Attorney Dennis Her¬ 
rera, among others.

Susan made San 
Francisco the first county in California to 
apply socially responsible screens to the 
city’s investments to ensure they’re pro¬ 
worker, pro-consumer and pro-environ¬ 
ment. And she has reformed and revitalized 
the treasurer’s office, more than tripling 
delinquent tax collections, and increasing 
customer satisfaction.

Lots 
of it. While Gavin rides around in the Getty family jet, 
he’s against the proposed $8.50 minimum wage. He 
gets a million dollar loan for his Pacific Heights home 
from his friend Gordon Getty, while he takes money 
away from the poor and throws them in shelters with 
his Proposition N. 

When “Gavin Getty” starts running full page ads 
and commercials on TV that the others can’t afford, 
you’ll see that that is what distinguishes him from the 
others. Money. And not policies for all San Francis¬ 
cans, just policies for the rich, the landlords, and the 
downtown interests. Mark my words, if Gavin Getty 
moves into Room 200, one of his first moves will be to 
put the mechanisms in place to repeal rent control, 
district elections, and instant runoff voting. And it 
wouldn’t surprise me if he adopted the slogan of 
Willie Brown, that those making less than $50,000 a 
year shouldn’t be allowed to live in San Francisco. The 
gay community should be outraged that he is trying 
to buy our vote, while scheming against us.

Plenty of GOP 
candidates for recall

18 ow that a recall election on 
811 Governor Gray Davis ap- 
1 m pears all but certain, Re¬ 
publicans from Sacramento to 
Washington, D.C. are finally own¬ 
ing up to what most already knew 
- that the California Republican 
Party was behind the recall move 
from the very start. 

True, the party used Represen¬ 
tative Darrell Issa (R-Vista) as its 
credit card to finance most of it, 
but the Republican leadership fi¬ 
nally admitted they backed the 
move and last week the entire or¬ 
ganization went public and an¬ 
nounced they would be in support 
of the removal of Davis. State GOP 
Chairman George “Duf” Sund- 
heim, a Palo Alto attorney who 
took over the state party 
machinery about six 
months ago and is a Bush 
loyalist, was in Washing¬ 
ton, D.C. last week tout¬ 
ing the fact that “the 
California Republican 
Party is now fully be¬ 
hind the effort 
to recall Gray 
Davis.” 

Sundheim 
told reporters that his desire now is 
to try to find a way to keep too many 
GOP candidates from running for 
governor in the recall and splitting 
the vote - a scenario that Sundheim 
admits could backfire and keep the 
Democrat Davis in office. 

Last week, recall supporters 
stopped circulating petitions, de¬ 
claring they have collected 1.3 
million signatures statewide, like¬ 
ly more than enough to qualify 
the necessary 897,158 valid signa¬ 
tures needed to force a recall. 

When will it happen? Depend¬ 
ing on when the petitions are cer¬ 
tified by the secretary of state’s of¬ 
fice, the election could be held in 
late October or early November, 
or made part of the presidential 
primary ballot next March. On a 
recall ballot, voters would be 
asked to vote yes or no on whether 
to keep Davis in office and would 
choose from a list of candidates to 
replace him. If Davis lost, the can¬ 
didate who got the most votes 
would immediately become gov¬ 
ernor. In theory, with enough can¬ 
didates on the ballot, a candidate 
with as little as 15 or 20 percent of 
the vote could become governor. 

Many think the Democrats will 
ultimately be forced to run a can¬ 
didate if it appears Davis cannot 
survive the recall election. Most 
Democrats feel that Senator Di¬ 
anne Feinstein (D-California), if 
she could be persuaded to run, 
could defeat any of the potential 
Republican candidates expected 
to enter the race. 

While there have been reports 
that the White House dislikes the 
entire recall effort because they 
believe George W. Bush stands a 
better chance of winning Califor¬ 
nia next year if an unpopular 
Davis is still in office, Sundheim 
said that he thinks voter discon¬ 
tent with Democrats could help 
Bush. Sundheim acknowledged 
his problem as state chair is trying 
to persuade some of the Republi¬ 
can candidates to stay out of the 
race. Issa, the millionaire conser¬ 
vative with a criminal rap sheet as 
a young man, and a hot-bed right 
winger, was the man who wrote 
the check to finance much of the 
recall. He is the only Republican 


to so far enter the race as an offi¬ 
cial announced candidate. 

Sundheim, however, told re¬ 
porters that he expects actor 
Arnold Schwarzenegger, state 
Senator Tom McClintock (R- 
Thousand Oaks), former Secre¬ 
tary of State Bill Jones, former 
Los Angeles Mayor Richard Rior- 
dan, and Bill Simon, the 2002 
GOP gubernatorial nominee, 
might enter the race as well. 

Davis political operatives are 
clearly counting on the Republi¬ 
cans not being able to coalesce 
around a single candidate. 

While top Democratic leaders 
have indicated to date that they all 
support Davis in the upcoming 
election, Sundheim said that the 
question of how to whittle down 
the Republican list will be decid¬ 
ed after party leaders have 
a chance to sit down 
with all the candidates 
and develop a “viable 
strategy.” Sundheim 
said it’s clear to him 
that his party cannot 
treat the recall election 
as an open field and ex¬ 
pect to win. 

If none of 
the potential 
GOP candi¬ 
dates agrees to step aside in favor of 
one of the others, we could end up 
with a ballot that includes 
Schwarzenegger, an Austrian born 
actor who appears butt naked in 
Terminator 3: Rise of the Machines, 
a guy who most say is a “nice guy” 
with a highly partisan Democratic 
wife (Maria Shriver), but still a 
muscle-boy actor with no experi¬ 
ence in government, no platform, 
and no known agenda. Or, we could 
possibly find Issa, or McClintock, 
another right-winger who lost a 
race for state controller last year, or, 
we could see Simon again. Simon, 
of course, spent $10 million of his 
own money last year on a losing 
race that some say was the worst- 
run statewide campaign in decades. 

Schwarzenegger, Simon, Mc¬ 
Clintock, or Issa? Damn, Davis is 
suddenly looking a little better al¬ 
ready. I suspect that the state Demo¬ 
cratic Party, if they sense the Repub¬ 
licans were to eventually settle on a 
decent candidate (think Arnold) 
then the leadership might persuade 
Davis to take early retirement and 
put Feinstein on the ballot. 

Whatever happens, this state is 
headed for a political train wreck 
that it has never before seen. Has 
anyone even mentioned that we 
still don’t have a budget anywhere 
near finished? Indeed, reality or 
not, this entire recall is disastrous 
for California. 

Politics and people 

Speaking again of the probable 
upcoming recall, you’ve gotta feel 
sorry for Secretary of State Kevin 
Shelley (D). I’ve known Shelley 
since he was a kid, and he’s a pret¬ 
ty good guy. A bit of a hothead 
sometimes (aren’t all politicos?) 
but when recall proponents filed 
suit against him last week accusing 
him of misinterpreting the law to 
undermine their campaign, some 
were saying that Shelley is in dan¬ 
ger of becoming the Katherine 
Harris of the West. In the brass- 
knuckled brawl for the White 
House in 2000, Harris, then Flori¬ 
da’s secretary of state (and its elec¬ 
tions chief) became a target of 
ridicule and scorn among Democ¬ 
rats and her name became syn¬ 
onymous with partisan mischief.

Shelley, a former San Francisco su¬ 
pervisor and Assembly member, 
has become the target of protest, 
conservative talk show outrage, 
and accusations that he is doing 
the bidding of fellow Democrats. 
Shelley might have gained a repu¬ 
tation in the Legislature for having 
a bit of an explosive temper, but 
the guy is honest, unafraid of crit¬ 
icism, and one who will do the 
right thing whether it pleases fel¬ 
low Democrats or those promot¬ 
ing the recall. Shelley will do what 
he thinks is right; he’s not at all 
afraid of taking a stand. So, give 
’em hell, Kevin. 

As the death rate of U.S. sol¬ 
diers killed by hostile fire in Iraq 
grew higher last week, President 
Bush, during comments made at a 
stop in Botswana, warned that 
“we’re going to have to remain 
tough.” Bush’s acknowledgment of 
the growing security problem in 
Iraq appeared to be a shift in tone 
from the boastful comments he 
made July 2. When then asked 
about Iraqi militants daily killing 
U. S. soldiers, Bush appeared to be 
taunting the insurgents by declar¬ 
ing; “Bring ’em on ... we’ve got 
plenty tough force there right now 
to make sure the situation is se¬ 
cure.” Damn, that’s pretty reassur¬ 
ing stuff coming from the com- 
mander-in-chief. 

You go Hillary: CNN Crossfire 
co-host Tucker Carlson, a pro- 
Bush conservative, got his just 
desserts on the air last week served 
to him by none other than Sena¬ 
tor Hillary Rodham Clinton (D- 
New York). Previously on CNN 
the handsome, boyish-looking, 
bow-tied conservative boasted 
that he’d eat his shoe if the former 
first lady sold one million copies 
of her new book, Living History. 
Publisher Simon 8c Schuster said 
last Wednesday that it logged the 
one millionth sale, and later that 
day Clinton surprised Carlson by 
strolling on stage with a big cake 
shaped like a shoe. “You’ll notice 
it’s a right-wing wingtip,” Clinton 
said. 

Is Delaware Senator Joseph 
Biden about to join retired Gen¬ 
eral Wesley Clark and jump in 
the Democratic race for president? 
A top Democratic official said this 
week “it’s about 50-50 that he’ll 
get in.” A Biden family member 
said, “it’s closer to an 80 percent 
go” for the Delaware senator. 

Others in the know say that 
Connecticut Senator Joseph 
Lieberman is having “big money 
problems” and some say that he 
and/or Missouri Representative 
Richard Gephardt could be the 
first big names to follow Dennis

What is the history of 
the bisexual movement?

H ft 1 hile people who pursue 
Mif sexual or romantic rela- 
1 1 tionships with both 

women and men have existed in 
all eras and cultures, the contem¬ 
porary self-identified bisexual 
movement in the United States 
dates from the early 1970s. 

The first openly bi activists 
were sexual liberation advocates 
of the 1960s, including Margo 
Rila, head of the San Francisco 
chapter of the Sexual Freedom 
League, and Maggi Rubenstein, 
who worked with Daughters of 
Bilitis co-founder Phyllis Lyon’s 
National Sex Forum, an early sex 
education organization. 

Although many people who 
had sex with both women and 
men were active in the early gay 
liberation movement, fewer iden¬ 
tified publicly as bisexual. In 1966 
out bisexual Stephen Donald¬ 
son (then known as Robert 
Martin) co-founded Co¬ 
lumbia University’s Stu¬ 
dent Homophile League, 
the first campus gay group. 

He also helped draft the 
Quaker Committee of 
Friends on Bisexuali¬ 
ty’s “Ithaca Statement 
on Bisexuality” (pub¬ 
lished in the Advocate 
in 1972), perhaps the earliest pub¬ 
lic expression of a new bi con¬ 
sciousness. 

“Gay” was originally interpret¬ 
ed as encompassing anyone who 
had same-sex relationships, exclu¬ 
sively or not. But tensions grew as 
the gay - and later the gay and les¬ 
bian - movement adopted a more 
identity-based politics. Perceived 
as being “on the fence,” bisexuals 
were pressured to choose sides 
and embrace a gay or lesbian 
identity - or else were told that 
they didn’t exist. “For all the cred¬ 
ibility I get, I might as well be call¬ 
ing myself a centaur or a mer¬ 
maid,” wrote Louise Knox in a 
1974 article. 

Among the first bisexual 
groups were New York City’s Na¬ 
tional Bisexual Liberation Group 
(begun in 1972), New York’s Bi 
Forum (founded in 1975), the San 
Francisco Bisexual Center 
(opened in 1976), and Chicago’s 
BiWays (formed in 1978). These 
co-gender groups, whicfy typically 
included more me'n than women, 
tended to focus on social activities 
and support rather than politics. 

But by the early 1980s, politi¬ 
cal and cultural shifts brought a

new generation of bisexual femi¬ 
nists to the fore. Some bi women 
felt increasingly alienated from 
lesbian-feminist communities as 
separatism took hold in the late 
1970s and the limits of accept¬ 
able lesbian sexual practices 
narrowed. 

Among these bi femi¬ 
nists was Lani Ka’ahu- 
manu, a former house¬ 
wife who in the 1970s had 
left her marriage, moved to 
San Francisco, and 
become a public les¬ 
bian activist. After 
falling in love with a 
man in 1980, she came out as bi¬ 
sexual, much to the chagrin of her 
lesbian community. In 1983 
Ka’ahumanu helped found BiPol, 
one of the jirst of a new wave of 
explicitly feminist bi groups. That 
same year a group of feminist bi 
women (several of whom were 
“hasbians”) founded the Boston 
Bisexual Women’s Network - the 
oldest bi group still active today. 

The bisexual movement came 
into its own in the late 1980s. In 
1987 two Boston women, Lucy 
Friedland and Liz Nania, distrib¬ 
uted a flier asking, “Are We Ready 
for a National Bisexual Network 
Yet?” Bi activists from around the 
country began organizing, and 75 
people participated in a bi contin¬ 
gent in the 1987 March on Wash¬ 
ington for Gay and Lesbian Rights 
- the first nationwide gathering of 
bisexuals. In June 1990 the first 
national bisexual conference took 
place in San Francisco, drawing 
more than 450 attendees. That 
meeting saw the birth of the 
North American Multicultural Bi¬ 
sexual Network, later renamed 
BiNet USA. 

During these years bisexuality 
was a contentious issue within the 


gay and lesbian community, as ex¬ 
emplified by the 1991 OutWeek 
cover story, “The Bisexual Revolu¬ 
tion: Deluded Closet Cases or Van¬ 
guards of the Movement?” Many 
bi organizers devoted their energy 
to convincing lesbian and gay or¬ 
ganizations to add “bisexual” to 
their names, while others encour¬ 
aged bisexuals to create bi-specific 
groups or focus on a broader sex 
and gender liberation agenda. 

But changes were afoot that 
would lead to greater acceptance 
of bisexuality. The early 1990s saw 
the birth of a mixed-gender queer 
activist movement that empha¬ 
sized diversity. The same decade 
also witnessed the popularization 
of queer theory, which stressed the 
fluid and socially constructed na¬ 
ture of sexuality and gender. After 
months of organizing, bi activists 
succeeded in achieving inclusion 
in the April 1993 March on Wash¬ 
ington for Lesbian, Gay and Bi 
Equal Rights and Liberation. By 
the turn of the 21st century, hun¬ 
dreds of gay and lesbian groups 
had changed their names or mis¬ 
sion statements to include bisexu¬ 
al and transgender people. 

Yet shifting notions of sexuali¬ 
ty and gender have not apprecia¬ 
bly strengthened the bi move¬ 
ment, which remains small and 
relatively invisible. Beyond seek¬ 
ing inclusion within the gay and 
lesbian movement, bisexual ac¬ 
tivists found few bi-specific goals 
to unite them. Today, many view 
the very concept of bisexuality as 
too binary, embracing the view 
expressed by Louise Knox three 
decades ago: “Bisexual, homosex¬ 
ual, heterosexual, the terms are, 
even now, beginning to seem as ir¬ 
relevant, as archaic, as caste 
marks.

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Crashing symbols

#1! ne of the most striking sto- 
; ries I read in the wake of the 

Hir recent Supreme Court deci¬ 
sion in Lawrence v. Texas was 
about the San Francisco gay ac¬ 
tivists who lowered the Castro 
District’s rainbow flag and raised 
the Stars and Stripes in its place. 
One mainstream paper reported 
the incident as “a gesture of grati¬ 
tude” on the part of the gay com¬ 
munity, but I think that interpre¬ 
tation isn’t accurate. To me, it 
seemed more like a symbolic nod 
to a mostly symbolic ruling - that 
is, the Supreme Court’s acknowl¬ 
edgment that gay Americans have 
the same right to liberty and re¬ 
spect for privacy afforded hetero¬ 
sexuals. 

Because of the Lawrence deci¬ 
sion’s symbolic nature, there have 
been a few gay commentators 
who’ve derided it as meaningh 
and chided our community 
for being so giddy about the 
outcome. After all, sodomy 
laws have rarely been en¬ 
forced, and most of us have 
never paid attention to 
them; and post- Lawrence, 
we still face long, dif¬ 
ficult battles in the 
areas of gay marriage, 
employment 
discrimina¬ 
tion, and the 
military. In 
Time magazine, writer John 
Cloud complained that “dignity is 
not the court’s to give,” so the de¬ 
cision is simply “condescension 
cast as liberation.” 

But the naysayers miss the 
point of why Lawrence rendered 
many gay people, myself included, 
teary-eyed and gave us a boost of 
hope. Symbolic victories are vital 
to any fight for civil rights, and 
without them no real progress can 
be made. Attaining civil rights isn’t 
simply a question of changing a 
law here and another law there, 
and presto, we’re liberated. If it 
were that simple, racism would 
have been obliterated with the pas¬ 
sage of the Civil Rights Act of 
1964. Some of the biggest hurdles 
facing gay people are in the courts 
of public opinion, since many or¬ 
dinary Americans still attach stig¬ 
ma and shame to homosexuality, 
feel free to admit their disapproval 
of it, and often vote for political 
candidates accordingly. 

One of several remarkable 
things about the Lawrence deci¬ 
sion was that it addressed the issue 
of homosexual stigma directly, as¬ 
serting that when the state crimi-

nalizes consensual gay sex, it in¬ 
vites discrimination and demeans 
gay people. And by stating that 
lesbians and gay men deserve re¬ 
spect for our private lives, the 
majority justices weren’t 
really talking to us (or be¬ 
stowing on us the dignity 
we already possess); they were 
addressing the rest of Amer¬ 
ica. 

Of course, you might 
conclude, as some gay ac¬ 
tivists have, that the high 
court wasn’t 
trying to edu¬ 
cate America 
at all but sim¬ 
ply following public opinion, 
which has evolved in the last two 
decades to be more accepting of 
gay people. But in fact, the many 
Americans who tell pollsters they 
believe gays and lesbians deserve 
equal employment rights are 
probably pretty much like my 
mother, who wouldn’t want any¬ 
one denying her lesbian daughter a 
job, but who still feels pretty 
squeamish about what she imag¬ 
ines goes on in my bedroom. Now, 
in effect, the nation’s highest court 
has suggested the radical notion 
that maybe consensual lesbian and 
gay sex is not such a big deal. 

Whenever governments take 
positive, symbolic actions like this, 
whether large or small, it can only 
help the gay movement. For ex¬ 
ample, officials who sign Gay 
Pride Month proclamations - un¬ 
like those who refuse to - are ac¬ 
tually saying to the public that 
they reject the shame attached to 
homosexuality. Local jurisdictions 
that establish domestic partner 
registries, even if the lists carry no 
concrete benefits for those who 
sign up, are indicating that same- 
sex relationships are worthy of 


some sort of acknowledgment. 
And even while Bill Clinton’s ad¬ 
ministration produced “Don’t 
Ask, Don’t Tell” and the Defense 
of Marriage Act, it still symbolized 
a notable degree of gay-friendli¬ 
ness, since the former president 
made history through such “firsts” 
as appointing more than 150 
openly gay officials and attending 
a gala gay fundraising event. 

If these kinds of symbolic ac¬ 
tions didn’t carry the weight and 
power of authority, the religious 
right wouldn’t fuss and fume 
about them so much. The right 
knows perfectly well how impor¬ 
tant symbolism is in politics. The 
heinous Bowers v. Hardwick deci¬ 
sion of 1986, with its religious in¬ 
vocation of “millennia of moral 
teaching,” was the ultimate sym¬ 
bol of antigay intolerance, giving 
right-wingers free reign to launch 
repeated political attacks on gay 
people on so-called moral 
grounds. More recently, Senate 
Majority Leader Bill Frist surely 
knew the powerful significance of 
announcing his support of the 
antigay federal marriage amend¬ 
ment within days after the 
Lawrence decision came down. 

Symbolic actions can be for the 
good or the bad, but either way, 
they should never be taken too 
lightly. When they’re victories for 
us, like Lawrence, they help create 
a climate of tolerance in which 
concrete civil rights gains are 
gradually able to occur. ▼

the bench? Yeah, I know he’s got that 
Green Party thing, but he’s too 
damned smart for the job he has now. 

Meanwhile, a note to those 
supes at City Hall: the Vancouver, 
Washington City Council last 
week voted to ban aggressive pan¬ 
handling. The law prohibits beg¬ 
ging that would make a reason¬ 
able person fearful or feel com¬ 
pelled to give. The offense is a 
misdemeanor, punishable by up 
to 90 days in jail and a $1,000 fine. 
Like San Francisco, downtown 
Vancouver merchants have long 
complained about transients ag¬ 
gressive panhandling and intimi¬ 
dating their customers. 

And in Houston, Jon Buice, 
who is serving a 45-year sentence 
for the slaying of a gay man in 1991, 
is getting help in his parole bid 


from someone who helped send 
him to prison. Ray Hill, a well- 
known, longtime Houston gay ac¬ 
tivist, who many of us here have 
known for years, said he believes 
that Buice, 29, is a different person 
from the 17-year-old who fatally 
stabbed Paul Broussard. It was Hill 
who helped get the tips that led po¬ 
lice to the attackers that eventually 
led to Buice’s conviction. 

Former President Gerald Ford 
turned 90 on Monday, July 14, 
making him only the fourth U.S. 
president to reach 90 years of age. 
Ford and his wife, Betty , 85, live in 
Palm Springs and Vail, Colorado. 

And in case you missed it, 
George W. Bush turned 57 last 
week before leaving on that five- 
day trip to Africa. 

My “Quote of the Week” comes 
from a recent New York Times ed¬ 
itorial: “Californians have reason 
to be angry. The state’s $38 billion 
deficit means higher taxes, lower 


public services or both. Recalling 
Governor Gray Davis, however, is 
not the answer. It is an unwise 
move with potentially damaging 
ramifications. Darrell Issa, a Re¬ 
publican congressman from San 
Diego County, has contributed 
over $1 million to the current re¬ 
call effort. This, too, should give 
Californians pause. Allowing 
wealthy, opportunistic politicians 
to overturn fair elections when 
politicians fall out of favor with 
the public is unhealthy. Moreover, 
firing Mr. Davis will not solve the 
budget crisis. The crisis is biparti¬ 
san in origin and requires a bipar¬ 
tisan solution. Californians can 
still avoid a political quagmire by 
voting to keep the governor they 
already have - at least until the 
next general election. Otherwise, 
a state recovering from an huge 
deficit will face an even worse 
form of instability.”

Gay rage 

Badlands bar, 4121 18th Street, 
July 14, 9:48 p.m.: Two men went 
up to the bar and ordered a couple 
►of drinks. After receiving their 
drinks the men lingered in the 


well area. After a few minutes, the 
bartender politely asked them to 
move aside. “Why?” asked one of 
the men. “Isn’t my boyfriend at¬ 
tractive enough to be at your sta¬ 
tion?” The bartender explained 
the bar’s policy and stated he 
needed to serve other customers. 

The men reluctantly left, only 
to return a short time later 
and demand to see the 
manager. When told 
the manager wasn’t in, 
one of the men be¬ 
came enraged and 
tried to provoke the 
bartender by call¬ 
ing him names. 
“Do you know the 
difference be¬ 
tween gays and 
fags?” the man screamed. “You’re 
a fag.” Fearing the situation was 
quickly escalating, the bartender 
motioned to the doorman to es¬ 
cort the men out. Angry at being 
asked to leave, one of the men 
pushed the doorman and the 
other grabbed the bartender by 
the arm and jerked him to the 
floor. A fight ensued, and several 
patrons intervened and quickly 
called 911. Officers soon arrived 
and arrested the suspects, who 
were found lingering outside. An 
ambulance was called to the scene 
and the bartender was transport¬ 
ed to a hospital where he was 
treated for a dislocated shoulder. 
The suspects, ages 42 and 47, were 
determined to be intoxicated, 
taken to Mission Station, and 
booked for refusing to leave and 
battery with a serious injury. 


Slow getaway 

Safeway, 2020 Market Street, 
July 11, 10:41 p.m.: Police re¬ 
sponded to the parking lot of 
Safeway on a report of a man 
screaming that someone was after 
him with a gun. When officers ar¬ 
rived they found the man, who 
told them he was just forced at 
gun point to withdraw $500 from 
his ATM. The victim told police 
that the suspect, who had fled the 
scene, was a friend of his who had 
been staying at his house for the 
last week. The victim told police 
he was also forced to take money 
out from three other ATM loca¬ 
tions before going to Safeway.

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First challenge to 
DADT after Supreme 
Court sodomy ruling

T he first legal challenge to the 
antigay military policy 
known as “Don’t Ask, Don’t 
Tell” that uses the Lawrence v. 
Texas decision in which the 
Supreme Court struck down all 
remaining state sodomy laws was 
filed on July 7. It is Loomis v. USA. 

Lieutenant Colonel Loren 
Stephen Loomis was just eight 
days shy of retiring with full pen¬ 
sion and benefits when the Army 
kicked him out for being gay. The 
highly decorated 20-year veteran 
had been wounded in Vietnam. 
The administrative proceedings 
that led to the discharge were a 
nightmare of prejudice, discrimi¬ 
nation, and violation of basic legal 
principles, according to Loomis’s 
attorney. 

The story began on August 3, 
1996 when a troubled private first 
class at Fort Hood, Texas set fire to 
Loomis’s house off base. He was 
trying to destroy a video of him 
engaging in sex with Loomis. The 
soldier had an ongoing affair with 
Loomis and had readily agreed to 
the sex and the taping. He later 
had second thoughts and feared 
that the tape might be used 
against him. 

The tape survived the fire and 
was picked up by the local police 
during their investigation of the 
arson. They shared it with military 
police, who used it to prosecute 
Loomis under DADT. 

The evidence was obtained and 
forwarded to the military without 


a search warrant and without the 
consent of Loomis. This was de¬ 
spite advice from the district at¬ 
torney that the police must obtain 
permission or a warrant and that 
the tape could not be provided to 
the military without a subpoena 
ordering its release. 

The three colonels constituting 
the Board of Inquiry all expressed 
strong antigay feelings when ques¬ 
tioned by Loomis’s attorney. So it 
was no surprise when they recom¬ 
mended his discharge under 
DADT. Internal review by the 
Army saw nothing wrong with 
their intense homophobia; it 
thought the proceedings were fair. 

All of Loomis’s petitions for 
early retirement were rejected and 
he was given a dishonorable dis¬ 
charge on July 14,1997, just eight 
days prior to completing 20 years 
of service. The conditions of his 
discharge meant the loss of pen¬ 
sion and other benefits in excess of 
a million dollars. 

Loomis’s lawsuit was filed in 
the U.S. Court of Federal Claims 
in Washington, D.C. just days be¬ 
fore the statute of limitations was 
set to expire. Attorney David Shel¬ 
don said they used the Lawrence 
decision to bolster an already 
strong case. 

In addition to citing numerous 
procedural violations in deciding 
the case, it also challenges “the 
‘sodomy’ provision of Article 125” 
of the Universal Code of Military 
Justice as violating Loomis’s “con¬ 
stitutional right to liberty... to en¬ 
gage in private, consensual acts of

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Detour to reopen in August; 
remodel of The Patio space progresses

L ong shuttered due to a legal 
dispute over ownership of 
the bar, San Francisco’s infa¬ 
mous Detour will once again be 
pouring drinks in a setting its new 
owner promises will reflect its sto¬ 
ried past. 

“It is going to be very similar to 
what is was before. It will be the 
same kind of bar it was,” said Les 
Natali, owner of Badlands and the 
Detour’s latest proprietor. 

The Detour was more than just 
a divey, dark watering hole. It was 
a world-renowned cruising spot 
in the city’s gay neighborhood 
whose bathroom was even more 
notorious. Natali said he hopes 
the Detour, which is being reno¬ 
vated, will open next month, a 
year after the bar closed its doors 
last August. 

“We are getting it ready to 
open. There is no date yet, we are 
still finishing up the work,” he 
said. “I hope it will be soon.” 

Court battle 

Natali’s ownership of the De¬ 
tour ends more than a year and a 
half long dispute between himself 
and Bar on Castro owner Greg 
Bronstein. Under an agreement 
reached between the two last 
month, Natali bought the bar 
business and will operate the De¬ 
tour for the next two years. At that 
time, the lease on the space will 


have expired and both men are ex¬ 
pected to wage a renewed battle 
over securing the location in order 
to turn the bar into a dance club. 

The two bar owners have 
fought for ownership of the bar at 
2348 Market Street since April 
2002 when the original owner, 
Don Minke, at first agreed to sell 
the place to Bronstein. The dis¬ 
pute over the Detour began when 
Natali tried to buy Bronstein out, 
apparently fearful of the competi¬ 
tion a new club would mean for 
the Badlands, which Natali had re¬ 
cently remodeled into a dance bar. 

After Bronstein and Natali 
could not reach an agreement 
over the sale of the bar, Natali of¬ 
fered to top Bronstein’s offer for 
the Detour and Minke reneged on 
his deal with Bronstein. That led 
to Bronstein filing a complaint 
against both men in San Francisco 
Municipal Court for intentional 
interference with contractual rela¬ 
tionships. 

According to court documents, 
in November 2001 Bronstein first 
approached Minke about buying 
the bar he had operated for the 
last 21 years and offered $275,000 
for the business. Eventually Minke 
agreed to sell the Detour to Bron¬ 
stein for close to $315,000 in Jan¬ 
uary 2002, Bronstein alleges in his 
complaint. 

The complaint states that on 
April 8,2002 Natali offered to buy 
from Bronstein both the Detour 
and the adjoining Manasek art

store for $200,000. The offer in¬ 
cluded an agreement that Bron¬ 
stein would not compete with Na¬ 
tali in opening a dance bar one 
mile from the location for three 
years. 

Both men wanted to buy Man¬ 
asek and the Detour, which are 
adjacent to each other, then obtain 
a conditional use permit to ex¬ 
pand the bar and obtain a dance 
permit. Bronstein rejected Natali’s 
offer, and Natali subsequently ap¬ 
proached Minke. The complaint 
alleges that Natali offered to pur¬ 
chase the Detour for a substan¬

tially larger sum of money than 
Bronstein had offered; the 
amount Natali offered is not in¬ 
cluded in the court papers. 

According to court documents, 
in April a dispute arose between 
Bronstein and Minke as to 
whether their agreement had been 
terminated and as to whether 
Bronstein had any contractual 
rights to purchase the Detour. By 
April 15, Minke had informed 
Bronstein that “the deal to pur¬ 
chase the Detour was dead and 
that the purchase contract was 
null and void,” according to court 
papers. He then sold the bar to 
Natali through a limited liability 
company. 

In June 2002 Bronstein filed a 
complaint against Minke and Na¬ 
tali in which he alleged Natali in¬ 
terfered with the contractual rela¬ 
tionship between himself and 
Minke, thereby preventing him 


from purchasing the Detour. The 
complaint alleged that “Natali’s 
conduct was willful, intentional, 
deliberate, and malicious” and 
that Bronstein was entitled to an 
award of punitive damages. 

As the legal maneuvering was 
taking place, Bronstein successful¬ 
ly acquired the Manasek space in 
June 2002. During the haggling 
over both spaces, Bronstein first 
leased out the space to Supervisor 
Bevan Dufty to use as his cam¬ 
paign headquarters and later, after 
Dufty’s election in a December 
runoff, turned the vacant store¬ 
front into the Castro Flea Market. 

Settlement reached 

Seven months later, with a jury 
trial date in the case set for June 
30, Natali and Bronstein reached 
an out of court settlement. On 
that Monday, Bronstein filed a no¬ 
tice to dismiss the case without 
prejudice. And Natali proceeded 
with plans to upgrade the bar’s in¬ 
terior space. 

Natali declined to comment on 
the terms of the agreement or how 
much he had paid for the bar. He 
is leasing the space from the 
building’s landlord. 

“I believe at the present time 
there is no pending legal action 
against anybody involved and so 
that is a good thing,” Natali said. 

For Bronstein, the loss of the 
Detour comes on top of another 
failed attempt to buy a Castro area 
bar. Through a limited liability 
company he had formed, Bron¬ 
stein had wanted to acquire the 
Transfer at the corner of Church 
and Market streets. However, that 
deal fell through earlier this year. 

Despite those setbacks, Bron¬ 
stein remains a dominant player 
in the Castro bar and restaurant

Laboratory Tests 

1. Hemoglobin and hematocrit levels should be checked periodically 
(to detect polycythemia) in patients on long-term androgen therapy.

Drug Interactions 

Oxyphenbutazone: Concurrent administration of oxyphenbutazone 
and androgens may result in elevated serum levels of 
oxyphenbutazone.

The following adverse events possibly related to the use of AndroGel® 
occurred in fewer than 1% of patients: amnesia, anxiety, discolored 
hair, dizziness, dry skin, hirsutism, hostility, impaired urination, 
paresthesia, penis disorder, peripheral edema, sweating, and 
vasodilation. 

In this clinical trial of AndroGel®, skin reactions at the site of 
application were occasionally reported with AndroGel®, but none 
was severe enough to require treatment or discontinuation of drug. 
Six (4%) patients in this trial had adverse events that led to 
discontinuation of AndroGel®. These events included the following: 
cerebral hemorrhage, convulsion (neither of which were considered 
related to AndroGel® administration), depression, sadness, memory 
loss, elevated prostate specific antigen and hypertension. No AndroGel® 
patients discontinued due to skin reactions. 

In an uncontrolled pharmacokinetic study of 10 patients, two had 
adverse events associated with AndroGel®; these were asthenia and 
depression in one patient and increased libido and hyperkinesia in 
the other. Among 17 patients in foreign clinical studies there was 
1 instance each of acne, erythema and benign prostate adenoma 
associated with a 2.5% testosterone gel formulation applied dermally. 
One hundred six (106) patients have received AndroGel® for up to 
12 months in a long-term follow-up study for patients who completed 
the controlled clinical trial. The preliminary safety results from this 
study are consistent with those reported for the controlled clinical 
trial.

The recommended starting dose of AndroGel® 1% is 5 g delivering

even Democratic candidates 
for president made their 
pitch for gay votes at a mid¬ 
day forum on Tuesday, July 15 
sponsored by the Human Rights 
Campaign and broadcast on C- 
SPAN. The Reverend A1 Sharp- 
ton’s comments drew perhaps the 
most enthusiastic applause, while 
other commitments kept Senators 
John Edwards (North Carolina) 
and Bob Graham (Florida) from 
participating. 

HRC Executive Director Eliza¬ 
beth Birch opened the gathering 
by noting “the historic moment... 
the monumental paradigm shift” 
taking place in America in which 
“their gay sons and daughters are 
worthy of being treated with dig¬ 
nity and as whole human beings.” 

Turning to the Lawrence deci¬ 
sion, she said, “In a profound and 
most eloquent opinion, the high¬ 
est court in the land has conclud¬ 


ed that we as a people, but also as 
families, are worthy of constitu¬ 
tional protection. It has broken a 
dam of bias and no doubt will 
usher in a new era of greater fair¬ 
ness and equity as new laws are 
passed to address so many parts of 
our lives that remain unad¬ 
dressed.” 

Under the format, each candi¬ 
date was allotted 10 minutes, time 
for brief opening and closing 
statements sandwiched around a 
grilling by the persistent ABC 
News veteran Sam Donaldson. 
The candidates spoke in the order 
in which they accepted HRC’s in¬ 
vitation. 

This forum is “an extraordi¬ 
nary statement about the journey 
traveled” by the gay community, 
said Senator John Kerry (Massa¬ 
chusetts). He claimed “the broad¬ 
est, strongest, and longest record 
of support” for community con¬ 
cerns among the candidates run¬ 
ning. 

It began with his support of

gay Vietnam vets in 1971; he co¬ 
sponsored gay civil right legisla¬ 
tion in 1985, “before Ellen De- 
Generes, before Will and Grace ”; 
he was the only senator up for re- 
election to vote against the De¬ 
fense of Marriage Act in 1996, and 
“to go to the floor of the United 
States Senate and say this was gay 
bashing and beyond the dignity of 
the Senate.” 

Kerry also pointed to his work 
on AIDS, including a proposal 
made two and a half years ago ad¬ 
dressing the epidemic in Africa. 
His campaign treasurer is an 
openly gay man. 

When Donaldson pressed him 
on support for civil unions but 
not same-sex marriage, Kerry 
said, “It is important to do what 
we can do,” which is achieve access 
to the benefits of marriage. “I 
don’t believe it is a distinction [be¬ 
tween the two words] that makes a 
difference.” 

“But if in your mind there is 
no distinction” pressed Donald¬ 
son, then why have two cate¬ 
gories? 

Kerry said that Americans for 
cultural and historical reasons 
view marriage as between men 
and women. 

When pressed on gays in the 


military, the Vietnam veteran said 
he was one of only four senators 
to testify against “Don’t Ask, Don’t 
Tell.” 

“I thought that every single 
American ought to be able to 
serve,” Kerry said. 

Representative Dennis 

Kucinich (Ohio) offered a generic 
record of support on gay issues. 
He supports gay marriage and 
pledged that as president he 
would lead the fight to repeal 
DOMA and block a constitution¬ 
al amendment on marriage. He 
was equally blunt with the mili¬ 
tary, dismissing views of the gen¬ 
erals. “Rebellion in the military!” 
he huffed, “Oh, I don’t see that 
happening.” 

“We cannot have states making 
different rules with respect to 
basic civil rights,” he said, sup¬ 
porting federal intervention on 
the marriage issue. Kucinich was 
willing to appoint gays and les¬ 
bians to the Supreme Court “as 
long as they are willing to uphold 
Roe v. Wade ” on abortion rights. 

“I know I may not look like any 
president you have seen before,” 
began former Illinois Senator 
Carol Moseley Braun. She empha¬ 
sized her 20-year record of sup¬ 
port on gay issues at both the state

Tuesday, July 15, however, Pride’s 
webmaster seemed to blame the 
site’s redirect on outside hackers, 
telling Witherington, “Apparently 
someone gained unauthorized ac¬ 
cess to the password of the 
gayshame.com webmaster ac¬ 
count and placed a redirect that 
pointed to the hideous Fred 
Phelps site. I have changed the 
webmaster password, and re¬ 
moved the redirect.” 

Witherington then released a 
statement of his own, which read, 
“Ironically, when SF Pride first ac¬ 
quired the domain names it did so 
to prevent someone like Phelps or 
some other right-wing fundamen¬ 
talist from doing so. At the time 
Gay Shame had their url - 
gayshamesf.org - and so, appar¬ 
ently, had no interest in these do¬ 
mains. I discussed the matter with 
our then-board president and as a 
result asked our Web people to ac¬ 
quire the domains and just sit on 
them, figuring that some day it 
would be important. That was 
over a year ago. SF Pride has done 
nothing with the domains since 
acquiring them. Now that SF 
Pride has a dialogue with Gay 


Shame, SF Pride is happy to trans¬ 
fer ownership of those domains to 
Gay Shame.” 

Members of Gay Shame don’t 
necessarily believe that Pride’s 
purchase of Web addresses with 
their organization’s name was for 
their benefit; after all, they were 
not told about the purchase, and 
competing businesses often snatch 
up domains that resemble sites of 
their rivals. 

Gay Shame is named in an 
ironic, tongue-in-cheek style to 
protest the corporatization of 
LGBT-related events, including the 
San Francisco LGBT Pride Parade. 

“I can only imagine they did so 
to keep us from registering them,” 
said spokesman Mary Oliver, who 
added that he was “relieved in part 
to find that the Pride Committee - 
and not Fred Phelps - had regis¬ 
tered the names.” (All Gay Shame 
members use the name ‘Mary’.) 

Oliver also said that he has 
been impressed with some of 
Pride’s recent progressive posi¬ 
tions, including defending the 
right of Gay Shame to demon¬ 
strate - against Supervisor and 
mayoral candidate Gavin New¬ 
som - at this year’s Pride Parade. 

“Pride is recognizing the 
broader mission of Gay Shame, 
and realizing that there are many

mayoral candidates Angela Alioto, 
Susan Leal, and Tony Ribera have 
also indicated they will attend. 
Forum organizers also invited 
mayoral candidate Gavin Newsom, 
but had not confirmed his pres¬ 
ence at press time. 

Representatives from the city 
attorney’s office and the Depart¬ 
ment of Public Health are also ex¬ 
pected to be at the meeting. 

Leno told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter that there are difficult issues 
for the city to ponder. 

“There are difficult decisions 
to be considered,” Leno said. 
“There’s a real risk for local elect- 


eds in considering whether the 
city should create its own system.” 

Other questions revolve 
around whether the city should 
take up the task directly or con¬ 
tract with nonprofits. 

“What I intended with Propo¬ 
sition S was just that - looking at 
all facets of the proposal,” Leno 
added. 

At press time, Leno was uncer¬ 
tain he would be able to attend the 
forum, due to the state’s budget 
crisis. But regardless, he said the 
session will be a starting point to 
look at the issue of the city be¬ 
coming involved in medical mar¬ 
ijuana. 

Leno has long been an advocate 
of medical marijuana. He also 
worked to develop the identifica- 


and federal levels. She wants to 
“liberate America from the preju¬ 
dice and fear of which [the right 
wing] have hijacked our country.” 

Moseley Braun traced her sup¬ 
port for gay marriage back to that 
of her aunt, who married a white 
man at a time when interracial 
marriage was still illegal in many 
states. “It is constitutionally im¬ 
permissible to deny a person the 
right to marry who they want to,” 
but as a practical matter, she said, 
“states issue marriage licenses” 
and the matter needs to be re¬ 
solved at that level. 

She called DADT “a mistake, 
an embarrassment, it should not 
have happened. The issue is one of 
conduct.” In her closing statement 
Moseley Braun said, “It is time to 
take the ‘men only’ sign off the 
White House door.” 

Howard Dean, the former gov¬ 
ernor of Vermont, received proba¬ 
bly the most sustained applause 
upon being introduced. He tout¬ 
ed having signed the first same- 
sex civil unions bill in the nation 
and speaking in opposition to 
DOMA when it was proposed. He 
believes the law is unconstitution¬ 
al because marriage is not a feder¬ 
al issue, “and I’ll do everything in 
next page ► 


places where our values actually 
are shared,” said Oliver. 

Gay Shame makes links be¬ 
tween poverty, racism, and other 
oppressions to gay rights, and 
often stages demonstrations 
against organizations and politi¬ 
cians who align themselves with 
the gay community without tak¬ 
ing progressive, inclusive stands. 

After one such demonstration 
- the now infamous protest at the 
LGBT Community Center in Feb¬ 
ruary against Newsom - New¬ 
som’s ally, Supervisor Bevan 
Dufty, told the San Francisco Ex¬ 
aminer that upon seeing Gay 
Shamers at the center he thought 
he was ‘^in a parallel universe ... 
watching a Fred Phelps demon¬ 
stration.” 

While Dufty’s comment was 
likely a humorous play on the 
group’s name and the fact that its 
members were picketing gay peo¬ 
ple, Gay Shamers took offense to 
the linkage. 

So when they found that their 
group’s name had been linked to 
the Phelps site, “it was just too 
much of a coincidence,” said Oliv¬ 
er. “We didn’t know what to think.” 

It is not yet known who gained 
access to the domain names or 
when and how the addresses were 
manipulated. T 


tion card program currently in use 
by the health department, whereby 
residents can sign up and receive a 
photo ID card. The card makes it 
easier for patients to show law en¬ 
forcement officers that they quali¬ 
fy as medical marijuana users 
under Proposition 215. 

Leno said that to date, close to 
7,000 San Franciscans have signed 
up for the voluntary ID card pro¬ 
gram.

my power to repeal it.” 

Donaldson pressed Dean on 
whether he thought that the mar¬ 
riages of gay couples in Canada 
ought to be recognized in the U.S. 
“The federal government cannot 
tell a state that they have to have 
marriage or civil unions, but ... 
those citizens are entitled to the 
same rights,” even if they are 
called something different.

“Why is the word [marriage] a 
hang up?” asked Donaldson. Dean 
tied marriage to religion, even 
when Donaldson used the exam¬ 
ple of marriage licenses issued by 
justices of the peace. 

Senator Joe Lieberman (Con¬ 
necticut) virtually ignored gay is¬ 
sues in his opening statement. 
When Donaldson pressed him on 
support of marriage or civil 
unions, Lieberman said he would 
“leave the question,to the states.” 
He defended marriage’s “special 
status in our culture, or society, or 
history.” He is working at the fed¬ 
eral level “to protect [gays] from 
unfair treatment” by “reviewing 
one by one” the laws and regula¬ 
tions affecting the 1,000-plus ben¬ 
efits associated with marriage. 

Lieberman opposed DADT, 


and he “absolutely” would include 
gays and lesbians among his nom¬ 
inations. “My administration will 
reflect the full face of America, the 
rainbow.” 

“Many people observe the 
struggle [for human rights], I have 
been a participant in the struggle,” 
said Sharpton. To him, the infer¬ 
ence of the question on gay mar¬ 
riage “is that gays and lesbians are 
not human beings that can make 
decisions like any other human 
being. We must stop this separa¬ 
tion of gays and lesbians from 
other Americans. ... Even with 
those that are liberal on the issue, 
there is an understanding that 
there is something that is different 
and less than human about you. 

“If people respect you, it is not 
about gays and lesbians having the 
right to marry, it is about human 
beings having the right to marry 
who they choose.” Sharpton said, 
“It’s like saying, we give black, or 
whites, or Latinos the right to 
shack up but not marry.” The au¬ 
dience roared their approval. 

Sharpton called it “a human 
rights question” that “church lead¬ 
ers ought to lead.” He would “use 
the bully pulpit” of the White 
House to help to change the polit¬ 
ical atmosphere. He asked the 
question, “Do you support the 
Latino right to vote, or do you 
support everyone’s right to vote? 
You must change the language of 
the debate.” 

“Women didn’t get the right to 
vote by osmosis. Black people did¬ 
n’t get the right to vote by internal 
lobbying in Washington,” he said. 
Sharpton praised activists as “the 
reason we are where we are now.” 

Donaldson asked how he 
would end discrimination in the 
military. Sharpton said, by putting 
people in authority to carry out 
the will of the president. “Anyone 
guilty of discrimination ought to 
be fired. They are violating the 
law.” 

“This election is [about] where 
we are going as a party,” said 
Sharpton. He took on the notion 


that he can’t win by pointing out 
that eight of the primary candi¬ 
dates are going to lose. He urged 
them to turn the party around 
and “stop imitating Republicans.” 

Representative Richard 
Gephardt (Missouri) was given 
the unenviable task of following 
Sharpton. His approach was a 
folksy schmoozing of the host 
HRC; a recitation of his support 
for pro-gay legislation in the face 
of “a hostile Republican Party;” 
and a story of his daughter Chris- 
sy, who recently came out as a les¬ 
bian. Gephardt justified his sup¬ 
port of civil unions as “something 
that can be accomplished;” he 
does not support marriage. 

And what about gay couples 
who marry in Canada, should 
those marriages be recognized? “I 
suppose it should be a policy of 
reciprocity,” said Gephardt. 

He closed by speaking on job 
creation, tax cuts, and “the moral 
issue” of health care for every 
American. He used the example of 
a person with HIV who does not 
have health insurance. 

Bob Witeck, a communica¬ 
tions consultant who is heavily in¬ 
volved in Democratic politics, 
thought the forum was great. His 
one reservation is that the format, 
where the speakers came and went 
on their own, did not offer much 
of an opportunity for the candi¬ 
dates to listen to and learn from 
each other or the audience. 

Political director Winnie 
Stachelberg said that HRC “may 
or may not” endorse a candidate 
in the Democratic primary, “but 
certainly not before early next 
year.” The endorsement process is 
that the staff evaluates candidates’ 
positions and viability and makes 
a recommendation to the board of 
directors, which makes any formal 
endorsement. ▼

Savage salvages radio career

our radio stations that sus¬ 
pended Michael Savage’s 
show have resumed broad¬ 
casting the program after getting 
reassurances from the conserva¬ 
tive host’s syndicator. 

MSNBC canceled Savage’s TV 
talk show last week after he told a 
crank caller that he should “get 
AIDS and die.” In the firestorm of 
controversy that followed, WRKO 
radio in Boston and three other 
radio stations owned by the Chris¬ 
tian broadcasting company, Salem 
Communications Corporation, 
suspended the show for one day. 

WRKO’s program director, 
Mike Elder, told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter that he decided to put Sav¬ 
age’s show back on the air after 
discussing the matter with Savage’s 
syndicator, Talk Radio Network. 

“I left the discussion with the 
ball left in Savage’s court,” Elder 
said. “He holds the continuation 
on WRKO in his hands, but that 
kind of tone, temperament, and 
offensive language will not be tol¬ 
erated on WRKO.” 

Said Salem spokeswoman 
Amanda Strong-Larson: “We 
talked with Savage’s people and 
got assurances that this was an in¬ 
temperate outburst and not some¬ 
thing that would happen again. 
We reserve the right to take him or 
anyone off the air if they violate 
the standards of our company, but 
because we respect his views on a 
number of subjects, we accept his 


promise that he will avoid this sort 
of thing in the future. So, in light 
of this, he is again being broadcast 
on our stations in Los Angeles 
[KRLA], Minneapolis [WWTC], 
and Denver [KNUS].” 

Since MSNBC fired Savage, 
callers have flooded his radio pro¬ 
gram with support and criticism 
of MSNBC for axing the Savage 
Nation TV talk show. Michael 
Harrison, the publisher and editor 
of the trade publication Talkers 
magazine, told the B.A.R. that he 
didn’t think the controversy 
would affect Savage’s radio career 
“other than to contribute to his 
growing level of celebrity.” 

Harrison estimates Savage has' 
a weekly radio listenership of 6.5 
million and has the fourth most 
popular show after Rush Lim- 
baugh, Sean Hannity, and Dr. 
Laura Schlessinger and Howard 
Stern, who are tied for third place. 
Savage’s show is heard over about 
320 radio stations. 

Crank caller speaks 

Meanwhile, the man who 
made the prank call is revealing 
what he told Savage. Only part of 
his statement was broadcast, but 
Savage.said he heard all of it in his 
ear piece and was angrily reacting 
to it when he told the caller that 
he should “get AIDS and die.” 

Bob Foster, a Sacramento resi¬ 
dent who goes by the handle “East 
Coast Bob,” said he told Savage: “I 
need to suggest that DON and 
MIKE take your show so you can 
go to the dentist because your 


teeth are real bad.” 

Foster was referring to Don 
Geronimo and Mike O’Meara, 
hosts of a syndicated radio talk 
show. 

Foster has gotten a huge re¬ 
sponse to his MSNBC prank 
through e-mails people have sent 
to his EastCoastBob.com Web site. 
He said the e-mails are “about 20- 
1 positive.” 

Foster’s site boasts of a number 
of hoaxes he’s pulled on local and 
national shows. The site includes 
clips of him faking his reaction to 
an earthquake on Fox News. But 
Foster told the B.A.R. that he’s 
never got more reaction than 
from the Savage hoax. 

The prankster added that he 
doesn’t buy Savage’s explanation 
that he thought his outburst 
would be cut off the air and he 
doesn’t believe Savage’s apology 
was genuine. 

“He was sorry it got over the 
air, not sorry for what he said,” 
Foster said. 

Foster called in after Savage 
asked for viewers to respond with 
airline horror stories. After 
launching into a seemingly legiti¬ 
mate story about someone smok¬ 
ing in a plane’s lavatory, Foster 
then slipped in the line about Sav¬ 
age’s teeth. 

Savage shot back asking Foster 
if he is a Sodomite. Foster an¬ 
swered that he was and Savage re¬ 
sponded that Foster should “get 
AIDS and die.” 

For the record, Foster said he’s 
not gay. ▼

hood bring a warm feeling to me. 
I did a fair amount of running 
around in the night putting up 
posters in the middle of the 
night,” recalled Lars Holland, 38, 
of when he was a member of Boys 
With Arms Akimbo, an artist col¬ 
lective in San Francisco in the 
1980s. 

Holland, now the program co¬ 
ordinator at Stop AIDS Project’s 
Positive Force, said he has been 
struck by the reemergence of mes¬ 
sages being posted late at night in 
recent months. 

“I honestly think there are a 
few individuals in San Francisco 
right now who are fed up. They 
are really socking it to the com¬ 
munity in a really in-your-face 
kind of way,” said Holland. “It is 
making people stand up and take 
notice. Yeah, it is not legal, but you 
know at least somebody is taking 
a stand on something.” 

The most prominent of these 
new guerrilla stickers are the orange 
speed ones. Since Monday, July 7 
the stickers have been cropping up 
all over town and sparking discus¬ 
sion, not only among the staff at 
substance abuse and HIV preven¬ 
tion agencies but the community at 
large, about how speed is decimat¬ 
ing the gay community. And they 
have people asking who is respon¬ 
sible for the stickers. 

“I have no idea who is doing it. 
I ran into it a few days ago and I 
thought, ‘This is amazing!”’ said 
Michael Siever, director of the 
Stonewall Project, an agency that 
deals with gay men who have 
speed addictions. “As someone 
who is a fan of guerrilla art, I 
think it is great. But I am sure the 
city doesn’t think the same.” 


Siever said the stickers came up 
during his weekly Friday staff 
meeting. His agency is behind the 
Web site Tweaker.org, which pre¬ 
sents information about crystal 
and its effects in a neutral way. 

“Whoever this is has done it - 
professional is not the right word - 
did a good job with the graphic 
and slamming it down on the side¬ 
walk in a way it isn’t going to get 
ripped off,” said Siever. “To me it is 
an indication that this is a signifi¬ 
cant enough issue that some peo¬ 
ple feel pretty strongly about it and 
what it is doing to our communi¬ 
ty and individuals. Most of us have 
known someone who has fallen off 
the ledge of their life because of 
this drug. So many people have 
lost their jobs and houses and their 
health because of crystal.” 

According to Mary Oliver, a 
spokesman for Gay Shame (All 
Gay Shame members use the 
name ‘Mary’), although his group 
does not sticker, he said circum¬ 
venting the more traditional cor¬ 
porate methods of presenting 
messages, such as advertisements, 
can only help to foster the kinds of 
meaningful community ties and 
inter-generational connections 
and diverse support networks that 
are necessary for a healthy com¬ 
munity and one’s needs to be met. 

As for the speed stickers, Oliv¬ 
er said he thinks the stickers “are 
fantastic, actually. The reality is 
crystal meth use is a new and ter¬ 
rifying epidemic among queers in 
San Francisco and around the 
United States.” 

While the group has yet to take 
a stand on speed use in the com¬ 
munity, Oliver said it is an issue of 
great concern to the members of 
Gay Shame. “It’s not that tweak 
use is wrong in and of itself, just 
that when it becomes totally en¬ 
demic to a community, and other

kinds of connections that need to 
be formed in the community are 
not necessarily being formed, it 
becomes a problem,” said Oliver. 
“I would never blame any individ¬ 
ual person for being a tweaker or 
using meth, and I can’t ever imag¬ 
ine taking any other position than 
it should be legalized. 

“Gay Shame is trying to sup¬ 
port a certain set of values with¬ 
out being moralizing about it 
being right or wrong,” though 
Oliver added, “I don’t think you 
can be a conscious young person 
in queer San Francisco and not be 
concerned about meth use.” 

Man behind stickers 

The man behind the stickers 
said he decided to post them 
around town because he was fed 
up with not only what he sees as a 
scourge on the gay community, 
but a sense of apathy toward the 
problem. 

“The community has gotten 
lost on speed. The stickers are a 
way for the community to really 


find its way back to what it could 
be,” said the man, who asked that 
his name be withheld and instead 
to be identified as Dorothy Apple- 
gate, a San Francisco resident 
known for her letters in the city’s 
daily papers. “This community 
looks away at all kinds of prob¬ 
lems. At the end of the day it does¬ 
n’t make a difference if nobody is 
going to do anything. I said I am 
going to do this. I am tired of sit¬ 
ting around waiting for the other 
person to do something.” 

Applegate, who appropriated 
the name when he performed in a 
drag show for the Stop AIDS Pro¬ 
ject, said he decided to create the 
stickers after he attended the 
screening and discussion of The 
Gift during the gay and lesbian 
film festival last month. As the 
panel was setting up to speak 
about the documentary, which 
deals with men who actively 
sought out being infected with 
HIV, AIDS activist Hank Wilson 
admonished the filmmaker for 
not including speed use in the 
movie and challenged the audi¬ 
ence to tackle the issue. 

That, said Applegate, was the 
final prod he needed to finally 
post the stickers. 

“I have been wanting to do this 
for years. The question is why did 
I finally get to doing it now. Well, 
I am sick and tired that the com¬ 
munity doesn’t want to talk about 
it,” said Applegate, a 45-year-old 
Castro resident. 

An acquaintance of Haring’s 
when the two men attended the 
School for the Visual Arts in Man¬ 
hattan, Applegate recalled an 
album cover Haring had done for 
the rap artist BIPO. The cover is a 
smaller version of a drawing Har¬ 
ing had painted on a wall in East 
Harlem that said “Life is Fresh! 
Crack is Whack!!” 

The artwork stems from the 
crack epidemic that swept 
through New York’s black com¬ 
munity during the 1980s. Partly to 
escape that epidemic, Applegate 
said he left the city to come to San 
Francisco in 1988, where he en¬ 
rolled in the UC Extension and 
earned a certificate in substance 
and alcohol abuse. He said that 
old rap album cover is still rele¬ 
vant today. 

“Personally, I find people who 
have lives that have been destroyed 
by speed. At some point it be¬ 
comes a disharmony in the com¬ 
munity,” he said. “It affects all of us 
even though we think it doesn’t.” 

Wilson, a member of Survive 
AIDS and an employee at the Ten¬ 
derloin AIDS Resource Center, 
said for too many gay men speed 
has become a rite of passage they 
go through when they first come 
to San Francisco. 

“That is a challenge for us in 
the community. I think we have 
two parallel epidemics right now: 
the HIV epidemic and the speed 
epidemic. The one happens to be 
fueling the other,” said Wilson. “I 
see talented people get really 
fucked up on speed. The thing we 
have to do as a community is con¬ 
stantly give people feedback and 
give people support. That means 
we need to keep our programs 
funded, such as the Stonewall Pro¬ 
ject and New Leaf and cut down 
on their waiting lists.” 

Speed issue 

Speed use among gay men has 
been a problem for more than a 
decade, but only recently has the 
issue gained steam among politi¬ 
cal and health leaders. In May Su¬ 
pervisor Bevan Dufty convened a 
community meeting about speed 
and its impact on the gay commu¬ 
nity. At the same time, health offi¬ 
cials began asserting that speed 
use was attributable for the spread 
of HIV among men who have sex 
with men. According to the health 


department, 20 percent of the gay 
and bisexual men coming in for 
HIV testing report crystal use. 

“The figures range from 12.5 
to 20 percent in every study I have 
seen lately and that is a lot of folks 
reporting using speed,” said 
Steven Tierney, the city’s HIV pre¬ 
vention director. 

As the speed stickers began ap¬ 
pearing, city leaders hashed out an 
agreement to add $1 million to 
the health department’s budget 
specifically for HIV and AIDS 
programs. Working with the 
health department, Dufty priori¬ 
tized $300,000 of those funds be 
targeted to the speed epidemic. 

Dufty praised the message be¬ 
hind the speed stickers but said he 
couldn’t fully endorse the method 
used since the stickers are defac¬ 
ing public property. 

“I am in a quandary. When I 
saw them I said, ‘Hooray’ and was 
glad to see other people are taking 
on my challenge to speak up 
against crystal meth. But then I 
kind of winced,” he said. “It is in¬ 
dicative of some of the ‘HIV is a Lie’ 
campaign which is defacing public 
property. I am having a tough time 
being consistent on this one.” 

The supervisor said he invites 
the people behind the stickers to 
contact his office in order to work 
together in addressing the speed 
problem and, perhaps, come up 
with a way to deliver the message 
in a lawful manner. 

“I guess I would like to say I 
hope there are ways we can put 
this message out that doesn’t en¬ 
courage defacing our streets or 
public property,” said Dufty. “But 
I will admit to you I was excited to 
see them and having people com¬ 
ing up to me and saying being 
queer is great and it doesn’t mean 
you have to use crystal.” 

On Monday, July 14, Dufty and 
Tierney held a meeting between ex¬ 
ecutives from New Leaf, AIDS 
Health Project, Stonewall, and Mag¬ 
net to determine how best to utilize 
the new city funds being diverted to 
address the crystal epidemic. The 
city intends to take a two-pronged 
approach, said Tierney. 

“The agencies that provide ser¬ 
vices now have a two-month wait¬ 
ing list for people to get services. 
Obviously for people who are ad¬ 
dicted to speed, a two-month 
waiting list is really ineffective,” he 
said. “For someone on speed to be 
put on a waiting list for two 
months and keep track of it is 
counter to their speed addiction. 
A person on speed has trouble re¬ 
membering things the next morn¬ 
ing, much less two months later.” 

In order to reduce the waiting 
time to receive treatment, Tierney 
said part of the money will go to 
increase the clinical capacity of 
New Leaf, Stonewall, and the 
AIDS Health Project. 

“We are still turning people 
away,” said New Leaf Executive 
Director Joseph Neisen. “Last year 
our contract with Community 
Substance Abuse Services over¬ 
produced for our units that deals 
with crystal meth. That is an indi¬ 
cation the need is there for more 
funding for treatment slots.” 

In addition to bolstering treat¬ 
ment efforts, Tierney said the city 
intends to revive a social market¬ 
ing campaign that will address 
speed use in the gay community. 
The last time such a campaign was 
waged was the Stop AIDS Project’s 
“Crissy” campaign from several 
years ago. 

“A lot of folks, those in their 
20s, who are using speed aren’t 
getting any messages about taking 
care of themselves and to think of 
the long-term impact of using 
speed,” said Tierney.

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Viacom shelves gay channel, for now

he country’s economic 
downturn and worries over 
initial investments caused 
Viacom’s Showtime Networks 
Inc., to announce last week that its 
plans to launch a gay-specific 
cable channel are on hold indefi¬ 
nitely. 

The project, called Outlet, was 
to be the first American channel to 
feature 24 hours of lesbian, gay, 
bisexual, and transgender pro¬ 
gramming, and had intended to 
be representative of the entire 
spectrum of the community, ac¬ 
cording to spokespersons. It was 
supposed to be introduced this 
year. 

But the economic climate fell 
short when it came to convincing 
cable carriers that the channel 
would pay off, according to Scott 
Seomin, entertainment media di¬ 
rector for the Gay and Lesbian Al¬ 
liance Against Defamation. 

“It’s not about Showtime not 
having the money,” said Seomin. 
“It’s about the cable operators 
who have to carry the channel. 
They just don’t have the market¬ 
ing tools to get more subscribers 
on their systems.” 

GLAAD will continue to work 
with Viacom’s Showtime, said 
Seomin, in order to ensure that 
the channel eventually hits air-

waves. 

“Showtime has told us that 
economically, it’s not feasible at 
this time, in 2003, to launch an¬ 
other major network,” said 
Seomin. “That doesn’t mean they 
have abandoned the plans com¬ 
pletely, and we hope this country 
will recover economically to see 
the channel come to fruition. 

“We also want it done right. 
We wouldn’t want a gay and les¬ 
bian channel to launch and fail; 
that would make the next media 
conglomerate very hesitant to do 
their own launch of a gay and les¬ 
bian network.” 

Word of a potential gay chan¬ 
nel involving a partnership of 
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oral and anal sex with persons of 
the same gender,” as outlined in 
the Lawrence decision. 

And it charges that DADT vio¬ 
lates both the right to privacy and 
equal protection by “maintaining a 
special classification system that 
mandates discharge for homosexu¬ 
al and bisexual individuals, but not 
for heterosexual individuals who 
engage in the same or similar acts.” 

The suit seeks to have these 
provisions ruled unconstitutional, 
reverse the dishonorable dis¬ 
charge, restore full retirement 
benefits, and pay legal fees. 

The case has been assigned to 
Judge Eric Bruggink. The right 
wing Reverend Rob Schenck, 
prominent in a widely distributed 
photo of those lamenting the 
Lawrence decision in front of the 
Supreme Court last month, has 
described Bruggink as “one of the 
few outspoken Christians in the 
federal judiciary” and a guest at a 
2001 breakfast meeting. At that 
meeting, Bruggink reportedly 
raised alarm about a judiciary sep¬ 
arated from any notion of a high¬ 
er moral authority than itself. 

Sheldon, Loomis’s attorney, be¬ 
lieves that the procedural errors 
were so grave that the court could 
rule for his client on those 
grounds alone. He acknowledged, 
however, that courts generally pre¬ 
fer to rule on more limited and 
factual matters rather than on 
sweeping constitutional grounds. 
It is also possible that the court 
will not even consider the issues 
raised in the Lawrence ruling in 
deciding the case. 

“All too often, the Army denies 
those who have sacrificed in its 
service the basic protection of 
law,” Loomis said in a statement 
released from his home in New 
Mexico. “If the military will pur¬ 
sue a decorated officer and com¬ 
bat veteran such as myself, one can 
only imagine the hurdles faced by 
young service men and women 
who find themselves in the Catch- 
22 of‘Don’t Ask, Don’t Tell.’” 


“Under DADT, the federal gov¬ 
ernment regularly intrudes in the 
most personal aspects of our lives. 
That is wrong and it is time for the 
government to change,” said C. 
Dixon Osburn, executive director 
of the Servicemembers Legal De¬ 
fense Network. SLDN represented 
Loomis during the initial dis¬ 
charge proceedings. 

Osburn applauded the Loomis 
suit as the first of many that are 
likely to be filed using the 
Lawrence decision. 

Longtime gay activist Frank 
Kameny, who has worked on the 
military issue for decades, said, 
“To the extent possible we should 
try to get the Lawrence decision 
firmly extended to Article 125 of 
the UCMJ - our sole remaining 
sodomy law if, in fact, it is consid¬ 
ered to be still actually remaining 
- and get that struck down for 
consensual acts.” Once that hap¬ 
pens, “we will be in a far stronger 
position for tackling DADT and 
the general military gay ban.” 

Representative Barney Frank 
(D-Massachusetts) introduced a 
bill on July 9 to amend the UCMJ 
to allow for consensual sexual ac¬ 
tivity between adults. He called it 
he “Anti-Hypocrisy Act of 2003” 
(H.R. 2676). 

It is more limited than UCMJ 
reform suggested in June 2001 by 
the Cox Commission, a blue rib¬ 
bon panel of experts in military 
law. That group recommended re¬ 
pealing the rape and sodomy pro¬ 
visions, replacing them with lan¬ 
guage such as that found in the 
Model Penal Code. 

Ironically, gays and lesbians 
seldom are prosecuted under this 
provision because it is more diffi¬ 
cult to prove sexual acts than it is 
to show sexual orientation under 
DADT as it is currently enforced. 
Some 90 percent of gay discharges 
are through administrative proce¬ 
dures rather than court-martials 
under the UCMJ. 

But continued existence of the 
prohibition served to underpin a 
multitude of discrimination 
against gays in the military just as 
it did within the civilian context 
prior to the Lawrence decision. T 


Showtime and MTV was first 
leaked at the beginning of 2002, 
with Showtime confirming the 
news that January. 

Since then, updates have in¬ 
cluded excited, detailed reports of 
marketing strategies and pro¬ 
gramming ideas, with network of¬ 
ficials telling an audience at last 
year’s San Francisco International 
Lesbian and Gay Film Festival that 
the channel was in development 
and slated to be subscription and 
advertiser-based, with a $6-$8 fee 
per month for viewers. 

Also last summer, Viacom pro¬ 
duced a short film about market¬ 
ing to the gay community; was 
touting the success of its gay pro¬ 
gramming, like Queer as Folk and 
Tales of the City series; and had 
launched a dedicated block of 
weekly programming for the gay 
market. The idea was to show 
cable carriers, through the gay 
programs’ high ratings, that dis¬ 
tributing a gay channel would 
make good business sense. 

But apparently those market¬ 
ing efforts did not pay off, at least 
for the time being. 

In the meantime, the Bravo 
cable network launched its new 
reality show, Queer Eye for the 
Straight Guy Tuesday night. A gay- 
themed reality dating show, Boy 
Meets Boy debuts on Bravo on July 
29. 

At a media conference last 
week, Showtime CEO Matt Blank 
told reporters that Outlook con¬ 
tinues to be “something we’d like 
to do, and who knows what the 
future holds, but right now we’re 
not going ahead.” 


The news does not disappoint 
those in the LGBT community 
who were lukewarm about the 
idea of a gay channel; many ex¬ 
pressed concerns that the channel 
could never capture the diversity 
of the community or find enough 
quality programming. 

Still, GLAAD has vowed to 
support any fair and inclusive 
LGBT channel that comes along, 
according to Seomin. 

“We need a gay channel. The 
whole idea of cable television is to 
serve niche markets and unde¬ 
served communities,” he said. 


“There are channels for women, 
channels for people who love to 
cook, sports channels, and chan¬ 
nels for people who love to watch 
movies. We are absolutely the 
.most underserved in cable televi¬ 
sion as a community.” 

The first LGBT channel ever to 
launch is Canada’s PrideVision, 
which offers programs such as 
Prisoner: Cell Block H, and Queer 
as Folk. PrideVision’s efforts to 
launch in the United States - 
which were in competition with 
Viacom’s plans - have thus far 
been unsuccessful as well. ▼

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Gay debt relief seminar on Wednesday

ankruptcy, exorbitant credit 
card debt, and living beyond 
one’s means are just a few of 
the side effects of San Francisco’s 
dot-com bust, which affected 
many business sectors and public 
funding, particularly nonprofits 
and healthcare related services. 

The bust and its aftermath led 
Terry Gill - executive director of 
the LGBT oriented financial ser¬ 
vice organization, A New Goal - 
to realize that the LGBT commu¬ 
nity in particular would be hard 
hit by economic woes. 

A New Goal is offering a do-it- 
yourself credit repair seminar on 
Wednesday, July 23, from 7-8:30 
p.m. at the LGBT Community 
Center, 1800 Market Street, in San 
Francisco. The seminar promises 
to help participants “settle debts 
for pennies on the dollar, stop ha¬ 
rassing phone calls, and improve 
your credit rating.” 

The cost of the seminar is $45, 
but Gill is offering a $10 discount 
to Bay Area Reporter readers. The 
registration deadline is Sunday, 
July 20. 

Acknowledging that the fee 
may be difficult for people with fi¬ 
nancial difficulties to pay, Gill 
pointed out that most credit 
counseling organizations will 
charge upwards of $100 to get 
started, while this workshop will 
help to eliminate those middle¬ 
men by empowering individuals 
with the skills to lower their inter¬ 
est rates and reestablish their cred¬ 
it. 


“This will teach people how to 
do it themselves,” said Gill, him¬ 
self a dot-com burnout with 10 
years of experience developing 
products for credit card compa¬ 
nies. “There are simple things 
people can do that they often 
don’t even think about.” 

The seminar will take a look at 
various options - including bank¬ 
ruptcy protection, credit counsel¬ 
ing, and taking advantage of free 
or low-cost services for credit re¬ 
pair. How to recognize gimmicks 
will also be discussed, as will vari¬ 
ous options for people with HIV 
- although Gill emphasized that 
issues for people on disability will 
not be addressed; those individu¬ 
als should seek guidance from 
Positive Resource Center.

In the mean¬ 
time, he said, the organization 
needs to cover its costs and in ex¬ 
change would like to offer infor¬ 
mative help to those who need it. 

“There are wage disparities be¬ 
tween the gay and straight com¬ 
munities, and further disparities 
between lesbians and gay men,” 
said Gill. “Then there are the peo¬ 
ple who are HIV-positive, who are 
struggling with a lot of issues right 
now, including those who during 


who have been on the list for three 
months. The volunteers working 
on Tweaker.org have also upgrad¬ 
ed the site, adding new informa¬ 
tion as well as a forum for men 
using speed to post their com¬ 
ments and concerns. 

He said he liked the Haring-in- 
spired stickers because they do not 
put speed users down, per se. In¬ 
stead, he said he liked the message 
because “I don’t think it is going 
to feel insulting to anyone, even if 
you do crystal. I have a problem 
with people putting down people 
who do crystal, which I don’t 
think is necessarily good.”

allocated in order to preserve the 
city’s substance abuse programs. 
Dufty is working with the health 
department to rethink how it ap¬ 
proaches HIV prevention and to 
ensure speed use is part of the 
equation. Also, Dufty and health 
officials have been lobbying feder¬ 
al health officials to begin allocat¬ 
ing resources to the issue. 

“We are looking in the health 
department at what other things 
we can do this year and next year 
to focus prevention dollars on 
crystal because it is such a gateway 
to HIV transmission,” said Dufty. 

On Thursday, August 21 Dufty 
will be holding his second forum 
on HIV, with the focus this time 
being queer youth and AIDS. He 
said the forum is sure to address 
speed use among the younger 
generation of gay men in the city. 

The meeting of the City Ser¬ 
vices Committee, which Dufty 
chairs, will take place from 4 to 6 
p.m. in City Hall. 

As for the stickers, Applegate 


printed 1,000 of the larger-sized 
ones seen on the sidewalks and 
about 300 of a smaller version and 
intends to continue plastering the 
city with them. 

“I don’t want this to be a flash 
in the pan,” he explained. 

He is also working on a new 
sticker to advertise for a group he 
is calling “Fresh Queers” that will 
feature a cartoon man with pierc¬ 
ings. While showing a rough 
sketch of what the new sticker will 
be, he said it is intended as an in¬ 
vitation for other members of the 
community looking to take a 
stand on any issue of importance 
to them to come together and 
work as a team. 

“It’s for people who want to do 
something instead of sitting by 
and just complaining. Instead they 
can get involved and lend their 
skills to change the attitude in the 
community” said Applegate. “It’s 
about taking care of our own. Har¬ 
vey Milk said, ‘You’ve got to give 
them hope.’ He didn’t say dope.” ▼ 
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scene. In addition to the Bar on 
Castro, which continues to under¬ 
go a remodel, he owns Blue on 
Market Street, Luna on Castro, the 
Whiskey Lounge and Red Grill on 
18th, and Lalo’s on Market, which 
has become a popular hangout on 
Sunday afternoons. 

Bronstein remains confident 
that in 2005 he will be able to re¬ 
vive his plans to own the Detour 
space and expand it into a dance 
bar. He declined to comment on 
the terms of the deal he struck 
with Natali, but said he is happy 
with the end result. 

“I feel good because it allows 
Les to do what he needs to do in 
the next couple of years and allows 
me to move forward with my 
plans after that,” Bronstein said. “I 
am glad to have the legal stuff be¬ 
hind us.” 

In the meantime, Bronstein has 
decided to close the Castro Flea 
Market, where he stills owns the 
lease to that space. Within 60 to 90 
days he hopes to open a new busi¬ 
ness, although he would not com¬ 
ment on what type of store he 
plans to operate. He is also mov¬ 
ing forward with remodeling the 
Bar on Castro. 

“The floor will be done in an¬ 
other month or so. Right now we 
are working on a few cosmetic 
changes,” he said. “It should look 
prettier in the next 30 to 60 days.” 

Minke said he would still like 
to acquire the lease for the former 
art store space and is hopeful an 
agreement can been reached. 

“Greg and I, I believe, are still 


talking and still negotiating and I 
hope we can work something out 
together on the Manasek space,” 
he said. 

With the Detour finally under 
his ownership, for now, Natali is 
turning his attention to another 
property which has been dark for 
some time, the former Patio bar 
and restaurant he operated on 
Castro Street. For the last two 
years, Natali has tried to find a 
buyer to take over the lease and 
finish build-out on a redesign of 
the property at 531 Castro Street. 

With a price tag of roughly 
$500,000 to complete the con¬ 
struction, Natali said he had no 
takers for the space and is com¬ 
pleting the work himself. The pro¬ 
ject includes building a bar area in 
the store space fronting the side¬ 
walk, a new seating area on the 
former patio space, and a new 
smoking area as well as a re¬ 
tractable roof. 

“I have been preoccupied with 
running Badlands until recently 
and haven’t found anyone who 
wanted to put up the money. It is 
a big project,” he said. “I have de¬ 
cided to go ahead and finish the 
construction, and maybe, who 
knows, I will run it myself when it 
is finished.” 

Construction on the Patio 
space is expected to last at least six 
months. In the next few weeks, 
Natali said he hopes work on the 
Detour space will be completed. 
Once he is ready to open, he said 
he will post signs that he is look¬ 
ing to hire staff for the bar. 
Whether the old bar staff will re¬ 
turn remains in doubt. 

“I haven’t been in touch with 
the bar staff,” he said. T

Michael J. Kalmen 


Michael J. Kalmen, 60, a writer, di¬ 
rector for the stage, film and video, and 
graphic artist, died Monday, June 23 in 
New York City. Death was attributed to 
acute heart failure. 

He was most widely known as 
writer-and director of the 1972 film, El¬ 
evator Girls in Bondage, a “Marxist, 
transvestite comedy” made with the 
Cockettes, the San Francisco drag the¬ 
ater group. The film was shown 
throughout the United States and Cana¬ 
da on the “midnight movie” circuit of 
the 1970’s. 

Michael had a unique gift for come¬ 
dy, particularly comic dialogue. was 
able to juggle both the outlandish and 


the deadpan, leaving them both slightly 
askew. An interview with Kalmen and 
scenes from Elevator Girls was featured 
in the 2002 documentary The Cockettes, 
co-directed by David Weissman and Bill 
Weber. 

Born February 1,1943, Kalmen was 
the son of a career Air Force officer, Col. 
James M. Kalmen and his wife Dagmer. 
He grew up on Air Force bases in the 
United States, Germany and Japan, 
where his precocious talent as an artist 
was acknowledged by a Japanese master 
watercolorist who gave him lessons. 

Kalmen moved to the Bay Area in 
the early 1960s, enrolled at the San 
Francisco Art Institute, and later at U.C. 
Berkeley where he studied painting with 
Robert Hartman and playwriting with 
William Oliver. In 1969, he devised and 
directed a 20 minute dance film, “The 
Tree Movie,” featuring a group of young 
actors later known as the Cockettes. 
Praise by Truman Capote, Rex Reed and 
others established the group’s fame as 
Kalmen wrote and directed two revues 
for them, “Hollywood Babylon” and 
“Hell’s Harlots” (1970) and the film, Ele¬ 
vator Girls. 

Kalmen and his friend, cartoonist 
and writer Kevin Bartelme, devised and 
wrote two “topical burlesque” revues in 
the late ’70s, “Showboat to Sleaze” and 
“Sleazy Living,” which featured per¬ 
formers from the international bur¬ 
lesque circuit as well as local talent in 
such numbers as “Nadja Sasquatch, the 
Abominable Snow-Woman” and the 
“Pimp for a Day” contest. The shows 
were produced at the Palace Theatre in 
SF and the Mudd Club in New York. 

After moving to New York in 1981, 
he wrote mostly for the stage. In the last 
two years, he was planning a return to 
soap opera with “The Sins of Sheba,” a 
biblical soap opera based on religious 


movies of the 1950s. 

Michael is survived by his partner 
and companion of 38 years, James Pal- 
tridge of New York City; a sister, Kay 
Ward of San Antonio, Texas; a brother, 
Peter of Lake Forest, California, and six 
nieces and nephews. 

Memorial gatherings are planned for 
September in both New York City and 
San Francisco.

He assigned 
stories and photographs for each 
week’s issue, wrote editorials, and 
edited the copy for the news sec¬ 
tion of the paper. 

“Michael was a wonderful edi¬ 
tor who taught me how to be 
emotionally tough, yet compas¬ 
sionate,” said Dennis Conkin, who 
worked for the paper for many 
years as a reporter and assistant 
editor before retiring from full 
time work in 1997. “He was a 
wonderful man. This is a pro¬ 
found, personal loss.” 

Longtime AIDS activist Jeff 
Getty was saddened by the news. 
“Mike was one of the most activist 
editors I’ve ever encountered in 
my work,” Getty said in an inter¬ 
view, “and he really cared for the 
little guy. I would call him with a 
problem, and he’d say, ‘Let’s do a 
story.’ He worked behind the 
scenes to foster change.” 

B.A.R. arts editor Roberto 
Friedman called Mr. Salinas “a 
smart, talented man.” 

Jim Provenzano worked as an as¬ 
sistant editor for the B.A.R. with Mr. 
Salinas from 1992-1994, and later, 
Mr. Salinas invited Provenzano to 
create his Sports Complex column 
for the paper. They had remained 
friends ever since, and Provenzano 
visited Mr. Salinas in New York after 
he had left San Francisco. 

“He really encouraged people 
to get to the heart of a story. He 
was very supportive, and com-

bined his activism and journalism 
to effect change in the gay commu¬ 
nity,” Provenzano said. “When you 
think of all the incredible events of 
our community over the past 15 
years, Mike either wrote about it or 
inspired others to do so. 

“But beyond the inspiring work 
was his sense of humor. He could 
quote a John Waters movie, a South 
Park episode, or a Sondheim song 
at just the right moment. I wish I’d 
written down everything he ever 
said to me; he was that funny and 
smart,” Provenzano added. 

Assistant editor Mark Mardon 
also worked under Mr. Salinas. 
“Mike Salinas was a newsman’s 
newsman. He lived and breathed 
politics, and relentlessly pursued 
justice and advocated for the well¬ 
being of his community,” Mardon 
said. “His passions for musical the¬ 
ater and politics existed side by side, 
making him the ultimate racon¬ 
teur. He was at his best among 
friends after-hours on the back 
patio of the Lone Star Saloon, 
where he could spin yarns with the 
best, always bringing tears of laugh¬ 
ter. He was courageous and deter¬ 
mined in the face of AIDS, and his 
loss in this way saddens me deeply, 
but I choose to remember his 
strength at the height of his career.” 

Marcus Hernandez, the B.A.R.' s 
longtime leather columnist and a 
friend of Mr. Salinas’s, said he was 
a great editor, and that he recog¬ 
nized the importance of featuring 
coverage of the leather and bear 
communities in the newspaper. 

“He was astute, aware, and 
gave recognition to people other 
than the ‘A’ gays,” Hernandez said. 

Mr. Salinas left the paper in July 
1999 to pursue his career in New 
York, where he had previously lived. 


Friends, family saddened 

LaTronica, Mr. Salinas’s sister, 
who lives in upstate New York, 
said that she had just been think¬ 
ing about her younger brother. 

“The most important thing, 
really, is that he was the most gen¬ 
erous person I’d ever known,” she 
said. “He was so damn funny. He 
really was my family and I’m so 
proud of him.” 

Jerry Baughman, a longtime 
friend of Mr. Salinas’s who works 
with the AIDS Healthcare Founda¬ 
tion in Southern California, and his 
partner, Brad Lentz, were shocked 
when they received a call from 
Carmichael early Tuesday morning. 

“Mike was always out and al¬ 
ways a champion for that and al¬ 
ways willing to fight the good 
fight,” Baughman said, choking 
back tears. 

Mr. Salinas also had many 
friends in the New York City theater 
community. He was the founding 
editor of TheaterWeek, a now de¬ 
funct publication that Mr. Salinas 
created from the ground up in the 
late 1980s. In 1987, he was news ed¬ 
itor for the New York Native, and 
wrote the first pieces published 
anywhere about the birth of the 
AIDS Coalition to Unleash Power, 
or ACT UP. He also served as edi¬ 
torial consultant and lead reporter 
for Back Stage in the late 1980s. 

Michael Sommers, the New 
York theater critic for Newhouse 
Newspapers, said, “It’s a terrible, 
terrible end for a wonderful man.” 

In Mr. Salinas’s editor’s note 
for the Pride '03 magazine, he 
wrote about the strides the com¬ 
munity has made over the years 
and told people to celebrate life. 

“The world we live in now is 
not perfect, but thanks to the on¬ 
going efforts of thousands of 
LGBT activists (the well-known 
ones and the ordinary people who 
don’t get media attention) it is 
very much improved. We’re lucky. 
And that’s something to celebrate. 

“... Hug someone you love. 
Call people far away and tell them 
how they’ve changed your life. Re¬ 
member friends who are now 
gone and laugh about things they 
said and did. Celebrate life. You’ve 
earned it.” T

ifpwo men, shirtless, in silk 
^ shorts, hug, clutch and make 
1 intense contact as part of a 
publicspectacle. Sounds like per¬ 
fect fodder for a gay fantasy, 
or a real sexual kink. 

And yet, boxing re- 
mains one individual 
sport with few out gay par¬ 
ticipants, among them the 
Bay Area’s own Gina Guidi, 
and Canadian Marc LeDuc 
who no longer fights. 

For women, it may 
embody a defiance of 
feminine stereotypes 
and the height of self- 
defense. For men, train¬ 
ing for boxing takes them to the 
height of prowess. A small group of 
men in the Bay Area trained for a 
while several years ago, but that 
group no longer exists. 

While many gay men have 
taken up self-defense training as a 
means of self-esteem and safety, 
fewer have actually come out in

the sport. More gay men remain 
fascinated by it from a distance, 
admiring films or plays about 
boxing rather than stepping into 
the ring themselves. 

There have been perhaps more 
than 100 films eroticizing file male 
form (and in a few cases, the fe¬ 
male form) in Hol¬ 
lywood style, from 
the melodramatic 
Golden Boy , starring a 
young William Holden, to 
the surreal Fight Club with its 
prescient take on terrorism. 
Gay fans have en¬ 
joyed the site of 
sweaty athletes in 
gloves and trunks, or 
celebrities imperson¬ 
ating them. Some 
even treasure those few episodes 
of Taxi where Tony Danza showed 
off his skills in the ring. 

Another opportunity to ad¬ 
mire men in boxing is in the pages 
of Kurt Markus’s Boxers. Twin 
Palms Publishers’ limited edition 
hardcover book offers over 100 
pages of Markus’s artistic black 
and white images, as well as a se¬ 
ries of short, touching essays by 
the photographer, writers, and 
former boxers. 

Most of the images show box¬ 
ers posed at ease or in a relaxed 
pose. From the wrinkled seniors 
to sprightly kids, Markus docu¬ 
ments a nobility found in the 
training gyms in Dublin, Havana, 
Mexico City, and Brooklyn. 

The formal portraits of Irish, 
Latino, and black boxers, and the 
deep tones of the shots of gyms, 
elevate the sport’s gritty realism to 
a heroic level. With a slight nod to 
the implicit sensuality of bare 
muscle and silk trunks, Markus’s 
book pays homage to the sport’s 
masculine mythos. It also deli¬ 
cately documents the vulnerable 
beauty of its participants. 

The short essays are as some¬ 
times poetic as the images. Of 
posing Mexican athletes for one of 
his series, Markus writes, “So what 
are boxers like? On the outside, 
they are wonderfully conditioned, 
their bodies truly their instru¬ 
ments, no more muscle than nec¬ 
essary, no less, either. Theirs is an 
anatomy of function.... Standing 
flat-footed, they are not particu¬ 
larly imposing. Because they are 
accustomed to having their body 
space violated, violently, they are 
supremely approachable; it is 
nothing to them that you walk up 
and adjust a robe or lay a hand on 
them in order to move them to a 
specific spot. I was surprised to 
find them loose to the touch, al¬ 
most malleable.” 

If the glove fits 

While certainly many of the 
sport’s participants are known 
and admired for their beauty, they 
and their fans are quick to defend 
their masculine identities. Rumors 
about Oscar de la Hoya have been 
squelched. British boxer Lennox 
Lewis attacked opponent Hasim 
Rahman who, in an on-air TV 
show, alluded to his being gay. 

British boxing hunk Robin 
Reid has managed to pose nude 
and in a straight porn video with¬ 
out it marring his career. The dar¬ 
ing Brit’s exhibitionism takes the 
sexuality of boxers to its complete 
end, as it were. 

Also in Britain, Charles Jones, a 
43-year-old London architect, was 
being billed in February as box¬ 
ing’s first openly gay fighter, al¬ 
though he claims he’s not alone. 

“There are loads of gay guys 
out there who box,” he told the 
London Evening Standard in a 
February interview.

“I know of several, but because 
of the reality or the perception of 
homophobia, they don’t say any¬ 
thing about it. I have never en¬ 
countered homophobia in my 
gym. Nobody there has any prob¬ 
lem with my sexuality,” said Jones, 
who took up boxing six years ago 
after obtaining a black belt in judo. 

Former professional fighter 
Mark Burford, who runs the gym, 
says boxing’s attitude toward gays 
has changed. 

“The old days when gays had 
to fight in their corner have gone,” 
he said. “The lads here don’t give a 
stuff about Charles being gay. If 
anything, we salute him for hav¬ 
ing the nuts to turn around and 
say what he is.” 

Jones’s experience may be en¬ 
couraging, but remains nearly 
unique, and for American ath¬ 
letes, an ocean away. 

Girlfight 

Martial arts enjoys a wide rep¬ 
resentation of women among les¬ 
bian and straight participants, and 
high school wrestling now in¬ 
cludes a growing minority of girls 
who compete with each other with 
diminishing levels of controversy. 

But the actual sight of women 
boxing, even within the relatively 
safe confines of headgeared com¬ 
petition, remains relegated to 
smaller amateur venues, or the 
hideous TV charade of Celebrity 
Boxing. 

A recent Las Vegas series of 
bouts was broadcast on TV, but 
the network refused to air a match 
between two women, despite the 
athletes’ fan base. 

Boxing did see a venue at the 
first Gay Games, where both Gina 
Guidi and her (straight) brother 
Mark went on to win medals in San 
Francisco in 1982. “It was a blast,” 
Guidi said. Guidi has won many 
bouts and championships, and was 
the subject of the acclaimed inde¬ 
pendent film Red Rain. 

Why hasn’t boxing been in¬ 
cluded in any other Gay Games? 

“We trained for the next one,” 
Guidi said in a 2001 interview. “It 
came up, and we went to the 
board meeting and they said it 
was no longer a competitive sport 
in the gay community. We said, 
‘You haven’t been to the bars late¬ 
ly.’ They didn’t think that was very 
hinny, but we tried to petition, but 
they said there wasn’t enough in¬ 
terest. I think they would be seri¬ 
ously wrong now. Boxing is huge, 
especially with women. The guys 
would come back, and it would be 
easy to get teams.” 

In the blood 

Some critics charge that prob¬ 
lems of blood-related contagion are 
among the unspoken deterrents, 


but Guidi is quick to respond. 

“With professional boxing, you 
have to take HIV and hepatitis-B 
blood tests. I don’t know why that 
would be a problem,” she said. 

Straight boxer Tommy Morri-. 
son, who once defeated George 
Foreman, was banned from box¬ 
ing in 1996 after boxing commis¬ 
sion HIV test results proved he 
was positive. HIV tests are manda¬ 
tory for boxing events in several 
U.S. states. 

Despite these precautions, de¬ 
spite basketball’s Magic Johnson 
having temporarily returned to 
playing for a time, and a contin¬ 
ued level of AIDSphobia in the 
sports world, there is no docu¬ 
mented case of sport-related HIV 
transmission. 

Morrison remains asympto¬ 
matic, but suffered a string of mis¬ 
fortunes, including having his 
house burn down, and drug arrests 
that led to a two-year prison term. 

But should a boxer be banned 
from the sport because of his or 
her health status, if precautionary 
measures are taken? The Games 
are an exception for other athletic 
events, providing opportunities 
for wheelchair-bound martial 
artists and adults of all ages. 

If the Games, or any amateur 
venue, were to follow the rules of 
safety and use of headgear, would 
it be possible for it to find partici¬ 
pants within the gay community? 

A winner of the regional Gold¬ 
en Gloves in 2001, An thy Hadji- 
markos (interviewed in 2002) is 
another of few lesbian amateur 
boxers. She also trained with Guidi. 

“Other countries have more 
women boxers, like Turkey,” she 
said. “India has about 600 women 
boxers. I have no idea how that 
happened.” 

Hadjimarkos recently visited 
Turkey, where one woman took a 
national prize. “It’s amazing that a 
woman in a Muslim country was 
even allowed to compete.” 

With so many other less con¬ 
troversial sports vying for inclu¬ 
sion, and an organized effort be¬ 
hind most team sports, the future 
of boxing in the GLBT communi¬ 
ty remains limited. 

Perhaps kickboxing may see an 
increased interest, and provide a 
potentially safer alternative, but 
for now, wrestling and martial arts 
remain the only close cousins in¬ 
cluded. T

As the state moves to enact the 
rulings, questions remain over the 
validity and legal standing of San 
Francisco’s policy regarding re¬ 
assessment of domestic partners’ 
property. Last fall then Assessor- 
Recorder Doris Ward enacted a 
ruling making San Francisco the 
first city and county not to re¬ 
assess the property of a same-sex 
couple when one of the partners’ 
died. The ruling in effect said the 
city would treat same-sex couples 
the same as married couples. 

Since then current Assessor 
Mabel Teng has expanded the rul¬ 
ing to include the transfer of 
property during the dissolution of 
a domestic partnership. She also 
has stood down legal threats from 
both state tax board lawyers and 
conservative groups who have 
threatened to sue the city if she 
did not rescind the ruling. 

Last week’s decision by the 
BOE did not directly address San 
Francisco’s ruling. It could still be 
challenged. Craig Dziedzic, an 
openly gay man Teng hired as her 
director of assessment policy, said 
so far no lawsuits have material-

2003 SF Jewish Film Fest opens at the Castro by David Lamble

H ighlights follow from the 23rd San Francisco Jewish Film 
Festival, which kicks off this week at the Castro Theatre, 
July 17-24. 

Manhood In The Broken Hearts Club, Greg Berlanti explored 
whether the wild oats sewn by sex-obsessed young gay men are the 
seeds for alternate “families” of friends who see each other through 
to the second act that many claim is missing from queer life. While 
we’ve always had the excuse that “they” won’t let us marry each 
other, what do the kind of straight guys once known as cads or wom¬ 
anizers do to rationalize their choice of libido over family? 

Veteran TV writer/director Bobby Roth drew loosely on his own 
life to give us Jack the Dog, a Jewish fashion photographer who uses 
snarky good looks and access to glamour babes to destroy his mar¬ 
riage.

Hey there, good-bookin’ 

Summertime, and the readin' is easy 


by Roberto Friedman 

O ut There is always some¬ 
what leery of boys who 
don’t read books, but we 
figure you knew that already. It’s 
true that even people who say 
they don’t watch TV do watch 
at least a little TV. But peo 
pie who say they don’t 
read books are general¬ 
ly true to their word. 

Out There finds this 
more than a little scary. 

To read a book is to 
open oneself up to an¬ 
other consciousness, 
the author’s, and 
take it out for a 
spin. Of course, to 
read is also to com¬ 
mit oneself to an act of sustained 
concentration, often with no pic¬ 
tures, and we suspect that there’s 
the rub. 

We’re not sure where a post¬ 
literate world will take us, but in 
the meantime it’s the summer 
season, the best time of the year to 
catch up with all the volumes 
we’ve been meaning to tackle. 
Here’s a small sample of what’s 
been piling up on our night-table. 

Right at the top of our list of 
favorite contemporary authors is 
renegade novelist Gary Indiana,

whose new book, Do Everything in 
the Dark, is just out from St. Mar¬ 
tin’s Press. Indiana’s early novel 
Horse Crazy is still one of the best 
explorations of obsessive love ever 
penned. His take on the modern 
male prostitute, Rent Boy, also 
rings a lot of bells. More lately, he 
produced a trilogy of 
“true crime” novels: Re¬ 
sentment (the Menen- 
dez brothers), 
Three Month Fever 
(Andrew Cunanan) 
and Depraved Indiffer¬ 
ence. The Chicago 
Reader felt compelled 
to call him “Capote on 
peyote,” which, 
while catchy, far 
undersells GI. 

Do Everything 
returns to the downtown NYC 
milieu where he made his reputa¬ 
tion. The narrative flits around 
among a group of disaffected 
downtown types: among them, a 
gay alcoholic couple, a playwright 
whose fame is behind him, and a 
hip young thing who works at 
Virgin Records and is slowly sink¬ 
ing into heroin addiction. It’s sort 
of the last act of the last century; 
the narrative concludes on Sep¬ 
tember 9,2001. 

Indiana himself is the narrator 
and a character in the book; and 
even the musings of other charac¬ 
ters show signs of that gelid Indi- 
anic eye. For example, this candid 
correspondence from a character 
abroad: “I know you’ve blown a 
junkie or two along the trail; if 
you’ve blown one you really have 
blown them all. I’d rather eat ice 
cream. You can have that en¬ 
graved on my tombstone, if I hap¬ 
pen to go first.” 

What can we say, this type of 
writing is just catnip to us. If you 
have spent any time in what pass¬ 
es for urban bohemia, you’ll rec¬ 
ognize these actors, these addic¬ 
tions, these libidos. Even if one of 
the novel’s characters proclaims 
“the inadequacy of sentimental 
narratives we weave around peo¬ 
ple we fuck on more than one or 
two occasions,” there’s still a place 
in our world for satire. 

All Thai’d up 

Next up is a thriller set in the 
red-light districts of present-day 
Thailand, Bangkok 8 by John 
Burdett (Knopf). This somewhat 
implausible tale of murder by 
methamphetamine-injected co¬ 
bras and a python mostly tran¬ 
scends the limitations of its genre; 
and as a tour of the (mostly het¬ 
erosexual) sex trade and under¬ 
world of the Thai capital, it’s very 
good fun. The plot turns out to 
hinge on transsexual surgery and 
the unexpected appearance, late 
in the game, of boy prostitution. 
Although Burdett has an unfortu¬ 
nate habit of calling young men 
on the game “bum-boys,” his ap-

' Cookin' at the Cooker/ in San Jose

Jp§| ookin at the Cookery, the 
v musical biography of Al- 
I W berta Hunter, lets its subject 
briefly acknowledge her lesbian¬ 
ism, and then goes entirely silent 
on the subject. While romance 
and relationships are usually cor¬ 
nerstones of backstage stories, 
and indeed figured prominently 
in Hunter’s life, author-director 
Marion J. Caffey prefers not to 
take audiences further into that 
problematic place. 

But even a de-sexualized Al¬ 
berta Hunter has an interesting 
story to tell, from success in black 
vaudeville and recordings in the 
1920s to a 20-year break from 
show business to work as a nurse, 
to her triumphal return to the 
stage at age 82. Cookin’ at the 
Cookery, now at San Jose Rep, 
provides a generally entertaining 
overview of Hunter’s life, and of¬ 
fers a welcome excuse to hear 20 
or so songs that Hunter sang 
throughout her career. 

After a shaky start with a 
generic little Alberta dreaming of 
a singing career, the structure be¬ 
comes more interesting as her life 
is told from different vantages. 
Ann Duquesnay mostly plays the 
older Alberta, but fluidly moves 
into the role of her mother at key 
moments. Janice Lorraine not 
only plays the younger Alberta, 
but also transforms herself with 
surprising success into a raspy¬ 
voiced Louis Armstrong and the 
wizened Barney Josephson, who 
owned the Cookery nightclub 


where Hunter made her come¬ 
back. 

Lorraine gets quite a workout, 
especially in the first act, and she 
handles it with ingratiating skill. 
But ultimately, this is Duquesnay’s 
show, and the Tony Award-win¬ 
ning performer (for Bring in ’Da 
Noise, Bring in ’Da Funk) demon¬ 
strates why she has returned to 
the role year after year. She knows 
how to command a stage, deliver a 
story, and sell a song, all required 
ingredients for this role. Her voice 
is bigger than Hunter’s, and some¬ 


times moves toward Sophie Tuck¬ 
er, but the spirit comes happily 
through. 

Cookin’ at the Cookery is light¬ 
weight entertainment with a bit of 
heft to it. Since we can’t spend 
time with the actual Alberta 
Hunter, this show is an appealing 
compensation. ▼

Waterworld 

Erik Ehn's ' Maid' at the Exit Theatre

P laywright Erik Ehn teaches a 
playwriting workshop in 
New York described as “Ap¬ 
plied Trauma: Generating scripts 
through a series of crashes.” After 
seeing the world premiere of 
Ehn’s ’ Maid at the Exit Theatre, 
that course description is a lot 
clearer. 

Ehn has reset The Little Mer¬ 
maid story in a watery Hades 
where desperation is the control¬ 
ling motivation. The language is 
thick with opaque poetry that 
nevertheless recognizes its own 
forays into pretentiousness with 
self-mocking references. The story 
is a dreamlike series of encounters 
among Earth walkers and sea 
denizens who are in constant 
search for release. 

It would be hard to imagine a 
more evocative production for 
Ehn’s world than what Crowded 
Fire director Rebecca Novick has 
wrought at Exit Stage Left. A 
hefty-beamed wharf designed by 
James Mulligan has been con¬ 
structed in the middle of the small 
space, but its surface, close to the 
ceiling, is invisible to the audience 
that surrounds it. Instead, we 
watch the show from below the 
water’s surface, as if peering into 
a giant aquarium. 

Magical creatures rise and de¬ 
scend from the surface. Others 
hang inverted from the rafters, 
holding onto candles or even oc¬ 
cupied goldfish bowls. The stage 


floor is covered in several inches 
of water through which the char¬ 
acters splash and sometimes wal¬ 
low. 

Ehn’s 80-minute play is often 
in its own world of submerged 
consciousness. “She plays aqua ac¬ 
cordion and holds all calls,” says 
one character. “I remember you 
perfectly and forget that what 
memory interrupts,” says another. 
“The aquarium is the severed 
hand your sea is feeling within,” 
says yet another. It is the kind of 
dialogue and story best left to 
wash over you than struggle to pin 
down. 

But even when the play be¬ 
comes murky, there is the ominous 
magic that Novick and choreogra¬ 
pher Dawn Frank are constantly 


conjuring in the cube that is the 
production’s universe. While no 
one in the cast is less than ade¬ 
quate, several rise above that: Beth 
Wilmurt as the mermaid Amanda, 
Laura Hope as Amanda’s mother, 
Juliet Tanner as mermaid- 
wannabe Emily, and Mollena 
Williams as a sorceress fish. 

Mermaids, we are told, have no 
souls. “I can make a soul out of 
suffering,” counters the mermaid. 
In the world of ’Maid, only pain 
can bring redemption. It’s a grim 
message buoyantly presented. ▼

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The darker side of Benjamin Britten 

Maxim Vengerov brings great gay composer's violin concerto to CD

iven how many more flam¬ 
boyantly, openly gay com¬ 
posers the 20th century 
boasted, it’s ironic that the deeply 
reserved Benjamin Britten be¬ 
came its flagship queer composer. 
Although he was highly discreet 
about his sex life, there is more 
frankly gay and subtly homoerot¬ 
ic subject matter in his works than 
anywhere else in 20th-century 
music. He composed much of it 
for his lifelong partner, Sir Peter 
Pears (who got the “Sir” Britten 
knew his gayness would deny 
him). Then, the unquestioned 
greatness of his music (and its 
consistently high quality) led to its 
becoming the focus of pioneering 
queer music criticism. 



There may be little left to learn 
about Britten’s gay life, but an 
even greater irony is that there’s 
still so much to be discovered 
about his music. It’s not that any 
of it has been ignored or under¬ 
valued. But the constraints of the 
market have kept many of the 
works in the shadows cast by Peter 
Grimes and Death in Venice. 

Perhaps the most puzzling ne¬ 
glect, given the glut of top-notch 
violinists working today, is of the 
Violin Concerto. The sometimes 
sensuous, often foreboding, and 
ultimately solemn early work is 
still seldom performed, and has 
yet to find an advocate with the 
requisite box-office clout to give it 
the exposure it deserves. That may 
just have changed with the new 
EMI recording by Maxim 
Vengerov, who has made the CD 
even more inviting by pairing the 
Britten with the William Walton 
Viola Concerto, his CD debut on 
that instrument. 

Each of Vengerov’s EMI discs 
has been more interesting than its 
predecessor, but this is the first to 
unambiguously link today’s great¬ 
est performing violinist with 
music that fully warrants his atten¬ 
tion. That said, it may be the con¬ 
ductor, Msitislav Rostropovich, 
who led Vengerov (whom he has 
mentored) to the piece. One of 
Britten’s major collaborators and a 
tireless advocate of the late com¬ 
poser’s work as both cellist and 
conductor, “Slava” may have per¬ 
ceived, in Vengerov, the fiddler 
who could finally unleash the full 
expressive power of the piece. 

With this complex piece, being 
a fiddler is frequently as impor¬ 
tant as being a violinist. This re¬ 
vised version of the 1938 work 
was deeply influenced by Spanish 
violinist Antonio Brosa, with 
whom Britten performed in 
Barcelona just before the outbreak 
of the Spanish Civil War. It’s as 
shot through with sinuous, Span- 
ish-hued gestures as Brahms’ is 
with gypsy music. This makes it 
prime Vengerov material. Of the 
several violinists working today 
whom I’d throw myself in front of 
a train to save, Vengerov leads 
with his singularly solid, complex, 
charged, and tautly energized tone 


and towering musicianship. He 
can dart in and out of the Spanish 
rhythms, gestures, and colors as 
stealthily as the composer does, 
and then meet the composer’s 
more soulful music on its own 
lofty terms. 

Peace on Earth 

A lifelong pacifist, Britten 
completed the Violin Concerto 
days after the outbreak of World 
War II (Peter Grimes came hard 
on the war’s end), and it is suf¬ 
fused with a sense of what was to 
come, which lifts it far above the 
realm of “pure” music. Still, one 
marvels at the 25-year-old com¬ 
poser’s advanced, already fully- 
developed gifts at orchestration. 

Albeit lightly, the drums of war 
open the concerto, and the violin’s 
high, keening entrance is offset by 
smatterings of military brass. The 
emotional rhythm of the opening 
movement is the violin’s repeated 
attempts to rise above it all (with 
Vengerov playing like an angel on 
high) confounded by lapses into 


world-weary sighs. 

The Vivace-Cadenza middle 
movement gives Vengerov ample 
opportunities to show off, but the 
biting virtuosity on evidence 
throughout it is consistently subju¬ 
gated to its darker sense of menace 
afoot. Equal virtuosity is asked of 
the orchestra, where, at one point, 
bird-like winds shriek over the 
brass’ low moan. The London Sym¬ 
phony Orchestra partners Vengerov, 
and follows Rostropovich, with its 
customary acuity. The two-plus- 
minute solo cadenza that ends the 
movement is built on lacerating 
double stops and eerie pizzicatos 
that Vengerov dispatches with gritty 
yet restrained fury. 

The cadenza literally sinks in 
the closing Passacaglia, although 
the violinist closes his statement 
with a slow climb to the instru¬ 
ment’s peak. The violin’s attempts 
to reassert its earlier music con¬ 
tinually unravel in a heart-rend¬ 
ing drama (of many deftly char¬ 
acterized scenes) that Vengerov 
and his colleagues follow to its de¬

nouement: a song (in Britten, 
what else?) of soaring, fluttering 
lament, which CD annotator Mal¬ 
colm MacDonald aptly calls an 
“inconsolable threnody.” 

The gravely beautiful Walton 


Viola Concerto (in its 1961 ver¬ 
sion) is an ideal companion to the 
Britten, and Vengerov plays the 
exemplary 1696 Stradivari “Arch- 
into” viola as if it were his first in¬ 
strument. ▼

Spotlight on 
David Diamond 


Symphonies out on Naxos bargain discs

Jp | ne of the more prolific 
, I American composers of the 
% last century, David Dia¬ 
mond turned 88 on July 9. Al¬ 
though he has never achieved the 
mass popularity and acceptance 
of his fellow 20th-century gay 
American compatriots Samuel 
Barber, Aaron Copland, and 
Leonard Bernstein, he has created 
an impressive body of finely craft¬ 
ed work whose tuneful romanti¬ 
cism and ruminative feel contin¬ 
ue to win converts. 

Bargain label Naxos has re¬ 
cently released two discs of Dia¬ 
mond’s orchestral works as part of 
their indispensable American 
Classics series; another two discs 
are forthcoming. All are reissues 
of Seattle Symphony perfor¬ 
mances recorded for Delos in the 
early 1990s. All reissues feature 
the Seattle Symphony conducted 
by longtime Diamond champion 
Gerard Schwarz. 

The first Naxos disc features 
two “ritual” works, Psalm (1936) 
and Kaddish for Cello and Orches¬ 
tra (1987), plus Symphony No. 3 
(1945). Psalm was first performed 
in 1936 by the Rochester Philhar¬ 
monic, conducted by gay com¬ 
poser Howard Hanson; Kaddish 
was first heard at the Seattle Sym¬ 
phony 54 years later, with Gerard 
Schwarz conducting cello soloist 
Yo-Yo Ma. 

Despite over 50 years between 
them, the two ritual works share a 
stoic sadness that reflects Dia¬ 
mond’s take on the suffering of 
the Jewish people. Psalm is very 
dramatic, featuring huge slams of 
percussion and much modern¬ 
sounding dissonance. The work 
was dedicated to Andre Gide, and 
inspired by a visit to Oscar Wilde’s 
tomb in Paris. Diamond met Gide 
shortly after he arrived in Paris, 
maintaining a friendship that in¬ 
cluded the two of them playing 
Bach, Chopin, and ultimately a

four-hand arrangement of Psalm 
on the piano. 

Kaddish, which Diamond 
terms his own “concept” of the 
traditional melodies of the He¬ 
brew Prayer for the Dead and of 
Hebrew cantilation, is quite 
poignant and elegiac. Though Di¬ 
amond wrote the work for Yo-Yo 
Ma at the urging of Schwarz, Ma’s 
contractual obligations to Sony 
resulted in the substitution of cel¬ 
list Janos Starker when the record¬ 
ing was made in the Seattle Opera 
House. 

In a 1991 interview, Diamond 
stated that he had admired Stark- 
er’s playing for years. “It was in¬ 
teresting, fascinating even, to hear 
the differences in interpretations. 
Mr. Ma’s was extremely tensile, 
fervent; Mr. Starker’s is mellow, 
deeply moving in its expressivity, 
completely relaxed. I love both in¬ 
terpretations.” 


The Symphony No. 3 was pre¬ 
miered in 1950. As in much of Di¬ 
amond’s work, the opening Alle¬ 
gro deciso is marked by lots of 
forward momentum and vigor¬ 
ous activity. The Andante’s sweet, 
flowing sadness culminates magi¬ 
cally, transforming into a far more 
joyful Allegro vivo. The final Ada¬ 
gio assai features lovely lyricism, 
with a beautiful elegiac ending. 

Enormous room 

The second Naxos disc offers 
Diamond’s Symphony No. 1 
(1941), Violin Concerto No. 2 
(1947), and The Enormous Room 
Fantasia for Orchestra (1948). Di¬ 
amond’s first mature symphony 
was written under the influence of 
his teacher Nadia Boulanger; it 
was championed by gay conduc¬ 
tor Dimitri Mitropoulos, who 
premiered it with the New York 
Philharmonic Society in Carnegie 
Hall on December 21, 1941. The 
work begins quite aggressively, 
moving into a graceful Andante 
and majestic conclusion. 

Though Diamond wrote the 
Violin Concerto No. 2 in 1947, it 
received only one 1948 perfor¬ 
mance until Schwarz triumphed 
over legal entanglements to un¬ 
earth it in 1991. This is a most 
beautiful work, with flights of 
lyric fancy that prove quite irre¬ 
sistible. Violinist Ilkka Talvi, cur¬ 
rently concertmaster of the Most¬ 
ly Mozart Festival in New York’s 
Lincoln Center, begins astringent¬ 
ly, but settles in to deliver an af- 
fectingly sweet performance, es¬ 
pecially tender in the middle 
movement Adagio. 

Diamond describes The Enor¬ 
mous Room as a lyrical symphon¬ 
ic “free-form fantasia” based on 
the snow scene in e.e. cummings’ 
book of the same name. The work 
proceeds from what cummings 
terms “a new and beautiful dark¬ 
ness” to a closing filled with 
“things new and curious and hard 
and strange and vibrant and im¬ 
mense.” ▼

The Summer in the City series 
often begins with the San Fran¬ 
cisco Symphony for the first act, 
then the headliner comes on after 
intermission. Will this be the case 
for your show? 

No. I’m doing Act I and Act II 
of Coulda, Woulda, Shoulda, 
which is actually quite rare. I’ll be 
singing from the beginning to the 
end of the evening. 

You've been a Broadway star for 
over 25 years now, with spectacu¬ 
lar successes on the London 
stage, and many film and televi¬ 
sion roles. What's the best advice 
you could give to others with sim¬ 
ilar career goals? 

Tough question. The business 
has changed so much. I’d suggest 
they pass a bar exam so they can 
negotiate their own contracts, or 
have an alternative career.

I’m 
also workshopping a musical 
called Doll in Chicago, for one 
week only, about Alma Mahler 
and her relationship with Oskar 
Kokoschka, a modern artist of the 
time. It’s written by Scott Frankel 
and Michael Korie. 

You were the original Eva Peron 
in Ev/ta, and the original Norma 
Desmond in the London produc¬ 
tion of Sunset Boulevard. You 


took the lead in Sunset Boulevard 
when you were promised you 
could recreate the role in the 
American production. Then An¬ 
drew Lloyd Webber gave the part 
to Glenn Close. Few professional 
collaborations end as badly, or as 
spectacularly, as yours with Lloyd 
Webber. You were vindicated in 
the courts, but if you had it to do 
ovef again, is there anything you 
would do differently in the Sunset 
Boulevard affair? 

I wouldn’t do the show at all. I 
knew it was kind of a disaster 
going into it, and the negotiations 
were hideous. You’re given a warn¬ 
ing by God and by the music. I 
knew it was going to be bad, but it 
was worse than I expected. 

When they're not working, many 
successful actors go into a panic, 
obsessing over whether they'll 
ever work again. Does this hap¬ 
pen to you? 

Oh yeah, all the time. It’s worse 
now that I’m older and a woman. 
The industry is changing so 
rapidly. It’s the first year of my ca¬ 
reer that I’ve said, “Thank God I 
can sing.”

Interview with singer Rosanne Cash

osanne Cash has had some 
highs and lows in her life 
during 2003. Sadly, her 
stepmother, country music legend 
June Carter Cash, passed away in 
May of this year. 

Shortly before that, in the 
spring, Rosanne Cash released her 
first album in seven years, Rules of 
Travel (Capitol), which is consid¬ 
ered by many to be her finest 
work. Cash is joined on the album 
by Sheryl Crow on the beautiful 
pop song “Beautiful Pain,” while 
Steve Earle completes the dia¬ 
logue on “I’ll Change for You.” 
Her father, Johnny Cash, con¬ 
tributed duet vocals on the stun¬ 
ning “September When It 
Comes,” while fellow musical 
progeny Teddy Thompson ap¬ 
pears on “Three Steps Down.” 

Cash turns her distinctive per¬ 
spective on the themes of aging 
(“44 Stories”) and the Middle East 


(“Western Wall”), and even dab¬ 
bles in electric country (“Closer 
than I Appear”). A well-respected 
singer and songwriter, Cash spoke 
in a recent interview about some 
of her current projects. 

Gregg Shapiro: You do a duet 
with your father, Johnny Cash, on 
the new album. I understand he 
needed to see the lyrics first be¬ 
fore agreeing to sing the song. 

Rosanne Cash: He’s a great 
artist and wasn’t just going to put 
himself on anything, even if it was 
his daughter. I got a great chuckle 
out of that. I thought it was so 
cute. Then when I took the lyrics 
to him, he read them and said, 
“Yeah, I could do that.” 

An openly gay singer and song¬ 
writer, Mark Weigle, does a 
cover of "The Truth About You" 
and has an interesting interpreta¬ 
tion of the song. To him, it's 
about a closeted gay man.

and Ella Fitzgerald, maintain the 
voices well into their golden 
years, others don't. What makes a 
voice age well? 

Technique. Singing properly. 
You have to know what you’re 
doing and care for your instru¬ 
ment. Technique is it, and train¬ 
ing, training, training. 

An old friend of mine was once a 
bartender at Studio One in LA, 
and he said that when you used to 
show up there in '80s, you were 
quite the party animal. Are you 
guilty as accused?

I hadn’t thought about 
it that way, being a heterosexual 
woman, but I can totally see what 
he’s talking about.

Hepburn and Tracy: Their chemistry, on and off screen, was legendary.

atharine Hepburn’s recent 
death at 96 prompts a look 
at her remarkable if incon¬ 
sistent filmwork available on 
DVD. When the American Film 
Institute selected its Greatest Leg¬ 
ends of the 20th Century, she fin¬ 
ished first among actresses, de¬ 
spite making fewer films than, say, 
Joan Crawford or Bette Davis, and 
despite lacking their box-office 
clout. In fact, after 1935, Hepburn 
needed a potent male co-star to 
carry her films to success. Her 12 
Best Actress Oscar nominations 
are still a record, and her four 
wins (none for her finest perfor¬ 
mances) are unlikely to be 
matched. 

Openly gay director George 
Cukor’s Little Women (1933) re¬ 
mains the definitive version of the 
Alcott classic, and Hepburn, per¬ 
fectly cast, is an unforgettable Jo 
March: independent, intelligent, 
skittish about love, yet open to the 
right man. Two years later, George 
Stevens guided her Alice Adams, a 
haunting study of Booth Tarking- 
ton’s small-town heroine. She 
won the New York Film Critics 
Award, but lost the Oscar to Davis 
in Dangerous. Davis candidly stat¬ 
ed Hepburn had deserved it. 

In Gregory La Cava’s Stage 
Door (1937), Hepburn is Terry 
Randall, aspiring Broadway ac¬ 
tress, living in a theatrical board¬ 
ing house for women. Her room¬ 
mate is Ginger Rogers, and their 
dishing is sensational. Lucille Ball, 
Eve Arden and Ann Miller are 
other stagestruck hopefuls in this 
superb film, in which Hepburn 
uttered, “The calla lilies are in 
bloom again,” a line that kept two 
generations of drag queens in 
business. Hepburn teamed with 
Cary Grant for Cukor’s talky ver¬ 
sion of Philip Barry’s Holiday 
(1938), a box-office failure about 
idealism vs. money. Howard 
Hawks’ dazzling Bringing Up Baby 
that same year is the quintessen¬ 
tial screwball comedy, with Hep¬ 
burn brilliant as a flighty heiress 
and Grant as a paleontologist. 
Baby is a leopard. The film also 
flopped commercially. 

Hepburn came back with 
1940’s The Philadelphia Story for 
MGM, which Barry had written 
for her, and in which she had tri¬ 
umphed on Broadway. Cukor di¬ 
rected, and Grant and James 
Stewart co-starred, the latter win¬ 
ning a generous Best Actor Oscar. 
As the patrician Tracy Lord, she is 
flawless, and many scenes remain 
marvelous, but it’s often slow- 
going today. She won another 
New York Film Critics Award for 
it. Two years later, Stevens teamed 
her with Spencer Tracy for 
Woman of the Year, a romantic 
comedy. She’s surprisingly sexy, 
and their chemistry, on and off 
screen, was legendary, but the film 
drags. 

Cukor guided her and Tracy in 
Adam’s Rib (1949), written for 
them by Garson Kanin and Ruth 
Gordon. This comic jewel about 
married attorneys who battle in 
court when a woman (Judy Holl¬ 
iday) shoots her unfaithful hus¬ 
band (Tom Ewell) after finding 
him with his mistress (Jean 
Hagen) raises, but doesn’t answer, 
many feminist issues. Hepburn let 
Holliday steal their scenes, mak¬ 
ing it possible for the younger ac¬ 
tress to repeat her stage success in 
Born. Yesterday (1950) and win the 
Best Actress Oscar. 

Rough passage 

Hepburn joined Humphrey 


Bogart for John Huston’s The 
African Queen (1951), a romantic 
adventure set in the Congo about 
a boozy tugboat skipper and the 
spinster sister of a missionary. 
Flepburn modeled her character 
on Eleanor Roosevelt, and it’s one 
of her definitive performances, 
but she lost the Oscar to Vivien 
Leigh’s tragic Blanche Du Bois in 
Tennessee Williams’ A Streetcar 
Named Desire. 

She and Tracy were Cukor’s 
Pat and Mike (1952), also written 
for them by Kanin and Gordon, 
about a multi-talented female 
athlete. Hepburn didn’t use a 
double, and the movie did well 
but today looks tired. For David 
Lean she had a Summertime 
(1955) holiday in Venice, falling in 
love with married Rosanno 
Brazzi. She’s affecting as the spin¬ 
ster, and the location cinematog¬ 
raphy is gorgeous, but the film 
failed to find an audience. Desk 
Set( 1957) is a trifle in which she 
and Tracy spar over office au¬ 
tomation. 

In 1959 she played Violet Ven-

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rare before the sexual revolution 
of the late 1960s, and the extraor¬ 
dinary potential of this subject is 
simply abandoned. 

There are many similar missed 
opportunities in Ask Me Again To¬ 
morrow, and the result is a mildly 
interesting but ultimately unsatis¬ 
fying celebrity memoir. In short: 
great woman, lousy book. T

Greek like me

Ask Me Again Tomorrow by 
Olympia Dukakis; HarperCollins, 
$25.95 

’m sure Olympia Dukakis is 
!; an interesting woman, some- 
1 one I would enjoy knowing. 
But that fact is something I had to 
intuit from between the lines of 
her memoir, Ask Me Again Tomor¬ 
row. This slim volume is short on 
detail, long on philosophical spec¬ 
ulation, and essentially shallow. 
Dukakis glosses over her life as if 
she had better things to do than to 
sit around writing a memoir. And 
judging from her personality as it 
emerges in this book, this is prob¬ 
ably the case. 

The first 20% of the book is 
devoted to winning the Oscar for 
her supporting role in Moonlight¬ 
ing. The other 80% of her writing 
is devoted to her rebellious spirit 
as evidenced by her career choic¬ 
es, her marriage, and her internal 
struggle to come to terms with the 
Greek immigrant experience in 
America. In short, the actress’ life 
plays out as a rather prosaic climb 
from rags to riches via the tried- 
and-true process of pulling one¬ 
self up by one’s bootstraps. That, 
unfortunately, is a cliche. ■ 


Dukakis’ big, fat, 
Greek-American family is 
the centerpiece of her au¬ 
tobiography, and in many 
ways, the blessing and 
curse of her life. From an 
early age, she refused to 
behave as her family ex¬ 
pected. She married a 
fellow actor, started a 
theater company in 
New Jersey, and lived 
the bohemian life. She 
had three children. But 
her life experiences are 
related with the tone 
and specificity one 
would expect from a 
Sunday “Datebook” 
article appearing in the San Fran¬ 
cisco Chronicle. 

For instance, Dukakis reveals 
that in 1962 she and her husband, 
“like many couples in that era, 
had what was known as an ‘open’ 
marriage. We had a few encoun¬ 
ters — all brief, mostly fun — 
and, mercifully, none of them in¬ 
terfered with our feelings for each 
other.” After dropping that bomb¬ 
shell, without further exposition, 
Dukakis informs the reader, in the 
next sentence, that she got preg¬ 
nant in 1965 and they decided to 
“close” the marriage at that point. 
The author seems unaware that 
open marriages were extremely

able in Williams’ smash Suddenly, 
Last Summer, billed after Elizabeth 
Taylor and Montgomery Clift. 
Guided by Joseph L. Mankiewicz* 
she’s magnificent as the malevo¬ 
lent mother, her first unsympa¬ 
thetic role. Three years later, she 
gave her finest dramatic perfor¬ 
mance as the morphine-addicted 
matriarch in Eugene O’Neill’s 
Long Day's Journey Into Night, co- 
starring Ralph Richardson, Jason 
Robards and Dean Stockwell. The 
film did poorly, and Hepburn lost 
the Oscar to Anne Bancroft’s The 
Miracle Worker. 

Guess Who's Coming to Dinner 
(1967) was her final outing with 
Tracy. Stanley Kramer’s comedy 
about a liberal couple whose 


daughter (Hepburn’s niece, 
Katharine Houghton), falls in love 
with a brilliant and decent black 
man (Sidney Poitier) is dated. 
Tracy died shortly after filming, 
and Hepburn’s teary performance 
reflects her genuine feelings for 
him, winning her a second Os<^^. 
(Her first came for 1933’s Morning 
Glory, not available on DVD.) Her 
Eleanor of Aquitaine opposite 
Peter O’Toole’s Henry II in Antho¬ 
ny Harvey’s campy, anachronistic, 
but successful The Lion in Winter 
(1968) won her a third Oscar, and 
indulged her mushy sentimental¬ 
izing about growing old. 

For television, she was miscast 
as Amanda in Williams’ The Glass 
Menagerie (1973), but was excel¬ 
lent that year on the big screen 
opposite Paul Scofield and Lee 
Remick in Edward Albee’s A Deli¬ 
cate Balance. A teaming with John 


Wayne’s Rooster Coghurn (1975) 
was an embarrassment, their geri¬ 
atric romance calculated and fake. 
But it was a model of restraint 
compared with her hugely suc¬ 
cessful pairing with Henry Fonda 
in 1982’s treacly ,Qfl Golden Pond. 
Jans .F°-L>d a pl^yed^einr^b^Jlifpus 
daughter. Hepburn won her 
fourth Oscar for her most bla¬ 
tantly gooey performance, al¬ 
though wags claimed the award 
came for slapping Jane, something 
half of Hollywood long had been 
eager to do. 

In 1994, she played another sen¬ 
timental old lady on TV, One 
Christmas, and made her final 
screen appearance, dreadful as War¬ 
ren Beatty’s wise grandmother in 
his ghastly Love Affair, an unworthy 
swan song.

The couple has had a tough time, 
particularly as Michael Cambias, 
the man blackmailing Lena to get 
her to steal from Enchantment, 
likes to hurt women. 

Last week, ABC ran promos 
touting that their old Emmy- 
winning writing team had re¬ 
turned: A frightened Bianca in 
the dark with Michael, with the 
voiceover, “The story you didn’t 
think we would dare to tell.” Or 
hoped they wouldn’t. 

Bianca was trapped during a 
storm-induced blackout with 
Michael. We never actually saw 
the rape. We watched a terrorized 
Bianca fight off her attacker as

lightning flashed and he chased 
her. She whacked him with a fire¬ 
place poker, but as she ran for the 
door, he grabbed her ankles and 
pulled her down. 

The AMC writers 
are to be commend¬ 
ed and vilified for 
this storyline. The 
rape was realistic, un¬ 
bearably so. We 
watched Bianca clean 
up after her 
rapist. We saw 
her take her 
clothes to the 
park and burn them in a trash 
bin. We watched her see 
Michael’s face superimposed on 
the face of every man (and also 
Lena) who tried to touch her. 
Any woman who has suffered 
rape could easily see herself in 
Riegel’s superbly understated 
performance. 

AMC had Riegel doing pro¬ 
mos at each show’s end for 
RAINN, the national rape crisis 
network, which musician Tori 
Amos helped to found (hotline: 

1 (800) 656-HOPE). But why did 
daytime’s only lesbian have to be 
raped? Why not Mia, Michael’s 
most recent flirtation, who is het¬ 
erosexual and a kick-boxer? The 
writers could have made the 
point that even when women 
fight back, they can’t always de¬ 
fend themselves against a rapist. 

One in three women will be 
raped in her lifetime. It is the sec¬ 
ond most prevalent violent crime 
in the US. TV can make those 
facts known while also disabus¬ 
ing women of the social stigma 


of the crime and the belief that 
they are somehow culpable. Per¬ 
haps the AMC writers thought 
Bianca was the only character, 
because she was a virgin and a 
lesbian, who could be perceived 
as a “pure” victim of Michael’s 
woman-hating rage. 

TV writers walk a fine line 
when they address the socially 
relevant. AMC has done wonders 
for young lesbians with Bianca’s 
character. What will they think 
now? That the punishment for 
coming out is rape? AMC raped 
Bianca to tell a tale about how to 
deal with rape. Unfortunately, 
the subtext was reminiscent of 
the late Brandon Teena: cross 
over a sexual line, and it will cost 
you everything. Michael told 
Bianca she hadn’t had a real man 
(she hadn’t had any man) and 
she rebuked him, told him she 
could never want someone like 
him over Lena. And that’s when 
the courageous, beautiful, proud¬ 
ly lesbian Bianca was raped by 
Michael. And, perhaps unwit¬ 
tingly, by AMC. We wept. 

Out of Africa 

In other TV news, it was diffi¬ 
cult not to weep over the Bush 
trip to Africa. Despite our 
loathing of Bush and his agenda, 
the $15 billion he proposed for 
AIDS relief in Africa was hard to 
dismiss. Not for the Republican 
Congress, however. Superim¬ 
posed over the faces of Africans 
dying of AIDS on the TV news 
was Bush’s own party slashing his 
AIDS initiative to give more tax 
cuts to the filthy rich in America. 
We can only hope that the Iraq 
debacle, growing more Water- 
gate-esque by the day, will bring 
this Presidency down. Seeing the 
Africa trip on the evening news 
made us sad: Dying Africans have 
been made political pawns be¬ 
tween factions of the Republican 
Party. Ick. 

The ick is still out on Bravo’s 
Boy Meets Boy, the game-cum-re- 
ality show in which a gay bache¬ 
lor looks for Mr. Right in all the 
usual places (pool, sauna, 
Speedos, etc.) while a few red 
herrings — straight guys — are 
tossed into the tank. Watch with 
caution. 

Watch with friends another 
new Bravo reality show. Queer 
Eye for the Straight Guy gets gay 
guys to make over straight men 
from top to bottom (could we 
make this up?) We would have 
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loved to see the meeting in which 
this show was pitched. It looks 
like the most fun you’ve had 
since Will & Grace debuted, so 
stay tuned. 

We also enjoyed Angelina 
Jolie, she of the complicated 
tabloid life. Tomb Raider 2 (the 
first had a huge lesbian follow¬ 
ing), in which she reprises super¬ 
heroine Laura Croft, opens next 
week. Not just queer-friendly and 
open to exploring her queer side, 
but also making a difference in 
the lives of abandoned children 
worldwide, Jolie got through the 
entire hour without trashing 
anyone, including her father, Jon 


Voight, who calls her crazy on 
tabloid TV, or her ex-husband 
Billy Bob Thornton, who 
dumped her two seconds after 
she adopted their Cambodian or¬ 
phan boy, Maddox. Jolie’s been 
linked with guys including her 
own brother, but now sounds like 
she’s off men (except her 
adorable boy) for good (news for 
the ladies). 

We found her a celebrity 
worth listening to. As she dis¬ 
cussed her teenage history of 
self-mutilation, she said the im¬ 
portant point of doing interviews 
is to tell the truth and help peo¬ 
ple. What a concept! T 
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alt.music/art 

N o, it’s not queer. It just is. No la¬ 
bels, no genre, no orientation — 
it’s music and art different than 
the usual, and therefore worth check¬ 
ing out and perhaps appropriating for 
whichever milieu one inhabits. 

For starters, there’s ‘‘East Meets 
Left,” the title of this year’s San Fran¬ 
cisco Electronic Music Festival 
(SFEMF 2003), which takes place 
Wednesday through Sunday, July 23-27, 
atSomArts Cultural Center, 934 Bran- 
nan Street (between 8th and 9th streets). 

Live performances will predomi¬ 
nate, “with a variety of sources: lap¬ 
tops, analog circuits, homemade in¬ 
struments, live digital processing, 
video and mixed-media, custom soft¬ 
ware midi controllers, amplified light 
sensors, and others.” 

Scheduled to appear are New York 
City artists O.blaat, Stephen Vitiello, 
Elise Kermani, and Dan Joseph. Bay 
Area artists include Disc featuring Jay 
Lesser & kid606, David Wessel, Hans 
Grsel’s Krankenkabinet & bran(...)pos 
(Jake Rodriguez), SPL (David Slusser, 
Len Patterson & Scott Looney), Kristin 
Miltner, Sean Rooney, and Kitundu. 

The July 24 (Thursday) program 
with 23 FIVE INC. offers three mixed- 
media artists: Sigtryggur Berg Sig- 
marsson (Iceland), IRR.APP.(EXT.) 
(Canada), and Jim Haynes. 

The festival concludes with a 3-set 
marathon of “fixed-media” (tape 
music) compositions projected over a 
16+ speaker surround-sound system, 
curated by The New San Francisco 
Tape Music Center.

ash West rocks!” pro¬ 
claimed the Chief Arbiter 
at my videostore as he 
handed me a copy of the popular 
director’s The Hole. Arbiter wasn’t 
hard-pressed to say why. “It’s funny, 
and it has three good sex scenes.” 

Yes, funny is the most notable 
thing about The Hole. It’s that 
very rare porn outing where com¬ 
edy actually enhances sexuality 
(the director wise enough to stop 
the jokes when he starts the sex). 
The Hole is a reworking of last 
year’s Hollywood feature The 
Ring, a thriller in which anyone 
who views a mysterious videotape 
dies after seven days. Death 
wouldn’t work in porn, necrophil¬ 
ia being a sure no-no on Mr. 
Ashcroft’s list. So in this driller, 
much amusement is wrung from 
the video turning its viewers gay. 
The satire is tart: one newly-gay 
muses, “For years, everybody 
has been wondering, is it 
genetics or environment? 
Nobody said anything 
about a videotape.” An¬ 
other enthuses, “Just 
think, dude. Now that 
we’re homo-identified, 
we can go to all those 
circuit 
parties 
and stuffl ” 

Joking 

aside, the characters naturally fear 
their fate. Providing an unvoiced 
subtext that sure makes the jokes 
hit home are issues of self-accep¬ 
tance, the meaning of masculinity, 
and exactly \qhat“normal” is. 

A tautly'dif^cred'aiid'skillfuliy 
played opening sets the movie’s 
plan of attack: bemusement fol¬ 
lowed by arousal. A week after 
watching the video, homosexuali¬ 
ties are creeping up on Josh. He 
can’t help ruffling his buddy’s 
hair. He doesn’t get aroused when 
watching straight porn, and when 
buddy strips his shirt and dances a 
straight boy’s authentically grace¬ 
less hoochie-koo, he pops a wood- 
ie. Buddy closes in, repeating, 
“You’re gay,” and finally silences 
Josh’s protestations with a kiss. 
“Did you see the video, too?” the 
hapless lad asks. Buddy assures 
him, “I’m still straight. But my 
girlfriend’s out for the night.” 

And we’re artfully into some 
protracted smooch ’n’ suck. Josh 
has heavy lips and swelling curves 
that make him a little Lolito, but 
he isn’t the best cocksucker. But 
what the hey, he’s only been gay 
five minutes! His buddy, Pete 
(Derec Lang, with bulgingly solid 


breasts, biceps, buttocks and, cer¬ 
tainly, boner) is much better 
working on Josh’s cock, which we 
see is a tight and snappy thing 
with a Prince Albert. Pretty 
progressive for a dude. 

Low brow 

Sidebar: I know 
, that these days even 
straight boys are 
trimming their pubes 
(I bone up on the readers’ 
submis¬ 
sions to 
Playgirl). 
So I didn’t 
question Pete’s severe clipping, 
because its shape still suggests 
something that most gay men will 
remember as pubic hair. But poor 
Josh! His topiary treatment has 
left only a nappy little caterpillar 
crawling over his cock, looking for 
all the world like Groucho Marx’s 
eyebrow. Kinda makes a punch¬ 
line outa his prick. 

His asshole ain’t no joke, 
though, and after a slow entry, 
Pete grinds in it, a pestle to Josh’s 
mortar. Yet despite the attractive 
and bonerific youthfulness of 
both boys, there’s not much ex¬ 
citement to their coupling. Guess 
this isn’t one of the movie’s three 
sexy scenes. 

An investigative reporter 
named Benny (played with ap¬ 
propriate but I’m sure uninten¬ 
tional deadpan by the somewhat 
stolid Tag Eriksson) is hot on the 
trail of the video. Josh explains 
how he’s became a friend of Mary. 
“I believe the phrase is ‘a friend of 
Dorothy,”’ Benny corrects him. 
But what the hey, the kid’s only 
been gay a half-hour. 

Benny’s sleuthing leads him to 
a mountain cabin, where a hand¬ 
some young man artfully caresses 


his blunt-headed cock. This pret¬ 
ty solo is the first of the movie’s 
three sexy scenes. Then Benny 
learns how the video made anoth¬ 
er pair of straight boys gay. Eric 
(Jason Adonis) doesn’t mind his 
transformation, exclaiming, 
“Being gay totally rocks!” Which 
is what you’d say, too, if you got to 
make out with the luscious Sam 
Tyson. Even though we only see 
Sam’s plump cock for a couple of 
seconds, this is Sexy Scene #2, 
thanks to the pair’s romantic im¬ 
pulse, Eric’s lusty rimming and 
suave fucking, and Sam’s passion¬ 
ately sweaty reception thereof. 

Benny’s turning gay, too. Wit¬ 
ness his jerking off to straight 
porn, only to find the girl’s hand¬ 
some partner overtaking his fan¬ 
tasy (what a looker: Adam Kil¬ 
lian).

A 
gangbang performed upon the 
cute but ill-used Trent Atkins by 
the happily named “Mexican 
Boys’ Swinging Association” is de¬ 
cidedly not swinging. Dispassion¬ 
ate and mechanical, it’s not Sexy 
Scene #4. The movie recovers 
from this miscalculation, howev¬ 
er, when it inevitably couples Josh 
with Benny. Josh hasn’t become a 
better cocksucker, and Benny 
needs practice himself, but they 
have a good time, and even smile 
at each other. Josh has a swell 
boner, and Benny proves to be a 
pile-driving fucker. So without ac¬ 
tually becoming Sexy Scene #4, 
this one’s hot romance attains 
some momentum. 

Chief Arbiter was right: Wash 
West actually put together a porn 
movie that’s coherently plotted, 
comedic, and fitfully sexy (those 
three scenes!) He rocks! ▼
